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MAYOR ORDERS SIX 
THEATRES CLOSED 


Had Failed to Comply with In- 
structions of Authorities. 


Five Shut Up Entirely, and the Other 
Closes Gallery Complained Of— 
One Play Hastily Transferred 
to Carnegie Lyceum. 


“The investigation set on foot by Mayor 
McClellan following the fire at the Iro- 
quois Theatre in Chicago culminated yes- 
terday in an order issued by him directing 
that six theatres in this city be closed until 
their managers had complied with instruc- 
tions given’ by the authorities, with a view 
of safeguarding the public in case of fire. 
The theatres ordered closed are the 
Grand Opera House, the Madison Square, 
Prneess and Vaudeville theatres, Hurtig 


& Seamon’s Harlem Music Hall, and the 
small vaudeville theatre attached to Huber’s 
Museum. All these various playhouses 
_ were dark last night in compliance with the 
Mayor's orders, except the Grand Opera 
House, where the usual performance was 
given without interference, after the top 
gallery—the only part of the theatre against 
which there was any complaint—had been 
closed. 

The order was issued by the Mayor after 
he had received the joint report of the 
Health, Fire, and Building Departments 
setting forth the result of an inspection of 
the various playhouses in the city under- 
taken by them on Wednesday, subsequent 
to the expiration of the time limit fixed by 
Mayor McClellan in his final warning sent 
last week to the managers. The Mayor re- 
ceived the report yesterday morning and 
immediately cailed™ Health Commissioner 
Darlington and Corporation Counsel De- 
lany into a conference, which was of two 
hours’ duration, and where—at the sugges- 
tion of the latter—it was decided to take 
the action and to invoke the broad powers 
vested in the Heaith Department to carry 
the order into effect. 

The formal instructions in the matter 
Were conveyed to Commissioner Darling- 
ton in an official communication signed by 
the Mavor. Gepies of this communication, 
AaCGuumwunied Dy a letter from the Commis- 
Signer warning the managers that proper 
Steps woulda be taken to enforce the Mayor's 
perder, were sent around to all the managers 
yesterday afternoon. In the meantime the 
Mayor had directed Police Commissioner 
McAdoo to render the Health Department 
ell necessary assistance. 


MATINEE PERFORMANCES GIVEN. 


In thrée. of the theatres mentioned—the 
Madison’ Square, the Princess, and the 
Vaudeville—matinée performances were 
given in the afternoon. No attempt was 
made to interfere with these, but detach- 
ments of police were on hand at eath place 
in time for last night’s performance. In no 
single case; however, was there any ‘neces- 
sity for them to resort to drastic measures, 
for with the exception mentioned there was 
no disposition on the part of the managers 
to take issue with the Mayor in the matter 
of closing. 

The trouble with the Grand Opera House 
was with the top gallery; all other parts 
of the house are built fully in accordance 
with the Jaw and the demands of safety. 
In the gallery there were some benches. 
Commissioner Darlington of the Depart- 
ment:‘of Health, ordered these to be re- 
moyed and chairs to be substituted. The 
Building Department, however, Manager 
Epringer of the theatre says, let him know 
unofficially that the benches were not a 
violation and that they were as safe, if not 
safer, than the chairs. But he, since the 
point was not settled, shut up the gallery 
of his own’ accord, and no tickets to it 
were sold last night. 

“IT have not received any notice from 
the Mayor to close,"’ said Mr. Springer. 
“/The only notice came from the Depart- 
ment of Health. The only complaint was 
about the gallery, and as long as I -have 
closed that I don’t see how [ have offended. 
I have made all changes recommended, and 
if the city departments agree that the 
benches should be replaced by chairs, I will 
replace them. For the present, until the 
matter is settled, the gallery will stay 
closed.”’ 

There was much suppressed excitement 


around the broad lobby of the playhouse. 
The patrons of the theatre number thou- 
sands of west siders, and after reading in 
the papers that their favorite place of 
amusement was going to be closed, they 
came to see what would happen. As the 
time drew near for the curtain to rise on 
“The Earl of Pawtucket” there were 
many inquiring glances cast at the Police 
Captain, the Sergeant, and the patrolmen 
standing around. But they stood stolidly 
silent, giving no sign that anything un- 
usual was expected of them. he crowd 
airly besieged the box office windows. 
hey kept buying tickets, then they poured 
in and took their seats. ’ 

Though the Mayor's order included the 
Vaudeville Theatre on Forty-fourth' Street, 
near Fifth Avenue, it did not have the 
effect of stopping the usual performance 
of Bernard Shaw's “ Candida,” scheduled 
for last night. Manager Winchell Smith, 
who leases the Vaudeville from Charles 
¥rohman, as soon as he was apprised that 
his theatre was about to be closed, in- 
stead of wasting his time in vain protests, 
made arrangements with the management 
of the Carnegie Lyceum, and “ Candida” 
opened there last night with a good sized 
audience and very little delay, though thé 
change had to be effected in the scant three 
hours intervening between the closing of 
the matiné, and the opening hour of the 
night’s performance, 

In such haste were the preparations for 
the change made that neither the actors 
nor the members of the orchestra and other 
employes of the theatre when they left at 
the close of the matinée had been informed 
that it was going to occur. Manager Smith 
had the actors informed by telephone or 
by messenger, and when the musicians ar- 
rived a few minutes before 8 they were 
bundled into two waiting catriages with 
their instruments anil sent to the Carnegie 
Lyceum, The scenery and properties had 
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16,876. 


already been loaded on wagons and sent to 
their destination. 

Nearly every seat in the house had been 
sold. Posters in the lobby informed would- 
be patrons of the change, and others who 
ordered their seats by telephone were then 
told that the performance would be given 
at the Carnegie Lyceum. All seemed’ to 
take the news philosophically, and in no 
single instance was_there a demand that 
the money be refunded. 

“The play has only until the end of this 
week to run,” said Mr. Smith to a NEw 
York Timms reporter, ‘“‘and I am _ deter- 
mined that it shall run its course, no mat- 
ter at what discomfort to me d my com- 

any, rather than cone y patrons. 

o-morrow I will probably put on Can- 
dida’ at Mendelsohn Hall, or perhaps at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. I have made up my 
mind that we are going to play every night, 
even if I have to hire a furnished room to 
give my performance in. By Saturday 
evening, when Bernard Shaw’s Man of 
Destiny’ is scheduled to open here, I am 
confident all necessary repairs will have 
been made so that the performance can g0 
on without interference. 

“7 have no, grievance as the result of the 
Mayor’s action. I consider the demands 
made in regard to this theatre quite rea- 
sonable, and would have complied with 
them long ago if it had not been for the 
fact that I took the lease on this house 
only two weeks ago, after the Mayor had 
held his conference with the managers, an 
that thus I was not fully informed of what 
Was wanted.”’ 

The Vaudeville is the smallest So 
in the city. It has a seating capacity of less 
than 600. It is provided with six exits, and 
the only complaint, according to Mr. Smith, 
has reference to the proscenium wall, 
which has to be remodeled to permit of the 
asbestos curtain being hoisted and low- 
ered in grooves. Manager Smith put men 
to work at once to complete the required 
alteration. ° 


AT THE PRINCESS THEATRE. 
Sergt. Shibles and four policemen from 


| the West Thirtieth Street Station went to 
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the Princess Theatre, on Broadway, near 
Twenty-ninth Street, where Kyrle Bellew 
appears in *‘ Raffles,’’ to see that the clos- 
ing order was complied with. By that time 
the sale of tickets for the evening perform- 
ance, which had been in progress all after- 
noon, had been discontinued, Samuel and 
Lee Shubert, the managers, having decided 
to close the theatre for the present.- 
Patrons who had purchased their seats 
in advance and put in an appearance were 
told at the box office that their money 
would be refunded if they so desired, but 
it was said last night that less than $50 
had changed hands as a result, most of 
the ticket seat holders preferring to take 
seats for some future performance in ex- 
change. It was said that the theatre would 
speedily reopen. At times there was a 
good-sized crowd in the lobby, and some 


vexation was expressed at the closing of 
the theatre, but there was no disturbance, 
and the police had nothing to do. 

The Messrs. Shubert took the same course 
in -regard to the Madison Square Theatre, 
also managed by them, and where “ The 
Secret of Polichinelle”’ is playing. Police- 
men from the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion had been sent there to see that no 
performance was given. 

The Messrs. Shubert declined to make any 
comment on the Mayor's action or explain 
in what = they had failed to comply 
with the directions given by the depart- 
ments concerned in the investigation. It 
is understood, however, that the chief ob- 
jection in the case of the Princess is ‘that 
this is an’ up-stairs theatre. 

At.the Madison Square Theatre the 
changes ordered, it is learned, include the 
putting in of standpipes, the erection of a 
water tank on the roof of the structure, the 
equipment of the theatre with: automatic 
sprinklers, and the taking out of the heat- 
ing apparatus. Contracts for all these 
changes, it was said, had been let by the 
owners of the property,’as also in the case 
of the Princess Theatre, which is owned by 
the Gilsey estate. 

George C. Tyler of Liebler & Co. an- 
nounced that Kyrle Bellew would certain- 
ly appear in ‘“Raffles’’ Monday. Whether 
the play will open in New York or another 
city is. not known yet, but it will certainly 
open somewhere, Mr. Tyler says. 

Patrons of Hurtig & Seamon’s Music Hall, 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, near 
Seventh Avenue, found the house closed 
last night and four policemen, a Sergeant, 
and three firemen on hand to see that no 
one got in. Those -who had purchased 
lickets were instructed by the police to 
apply at the box office for their money, 
which was promptly refunded. On the 
theatre .was a sign reading: ‘‘ Closed for 
Repairs. Will Open in a Few. Days.”’ 

‘We are making the alterations asked for 
by the Mayor as rapidly as possible,” said 
General Manuger Benjamin F. Hurtig. ‘‘ We 
have twelve men working on the stage 
making changes, which include stand pipes 
and sprinkling appliances. They are going 
to work day and night.” 

Commissioner Darlington’s order to close 
reached Huber’s Museum on East Four- 
teenth Street, about 7 o'clock. It specified 
that the theatre should be closed immedi- 
ately, but that the museum proper was in 
no way affected by the order. The show, 
which is given in the theatre hourly, had 
about ended when a Sergeant from the 
Fifth Street Police Station and five patrol- 
men entered the museum to see that the 
order was enforced. 

Manager Anderson said that the closing 
of the theatre meant a loss of at least $400 
a = and the throwing out of employment 
of thirty-five or forty vaudeville artists, 
most of whom had just come on from Chi- 
cago, after having had a tough time of it 
in the Western city. 

‘““We were ordered about ten days ago,” 
he said, ‘‘to build a proscenium arch of 
iron in front of the curtain and put in an 
automatic‘skylight over the stage. At pres- 
ent we have a proscenium arch of wood 
covered with sheet metal. To put in the 
new arch it is necessary to build a brick 
wall and a stone foundation beneath the 
stage. This we started several days ago. 
The contract for the skylight was given 
out to a firm in Eighth Street several days 
ago, and we have to wait until it is built. 
In addition to this we have been ordered 
to set our orchestra chairs in the theatre 
further back, so that there will be a space 
of thirty-two inches between the chair- 


backs.”’ 
MAYOR McCLELLAN’S WARNING, 


After the conference at the City Hall 
Mayor McClellan gave out an interview in 
explanation of his action, and also gave it 
to be understood that besides the theatres 
ordered closed there were some others 
which were closely watched and, would be 
closed if it should be found that they were 
not going ahead with their repairs in good 


faith. s 
“The other theatres have on most occa- 


sions shown a commendable spirit in carry- 
ing out the recommendations of the several 
departments,” said the Mayor. “In some 
cases urging has been necessary, but with 
the exception of the six theatres which. I 
have named all are carrying out the recom- 


mendations. I intend to have this board 
make an investigation after those altera- 
tions are made, and will keep this board 
alive. I will see that it makes inspections 
every three months. The six theatres which 
I have ordered.closed have failed to begin 
to carry out the recommendations made in 
good faith. They have been given ample 
time—more than ample time. No other 
course than to close them is left to me if 
I am to protect the public.’”’ 

‘In what respect have’ they failed to 
act? What recommendations were made?’’ 
the Mayor was asked. 

“They have failed enough to warrant 
this commission to report unanimously that 
they are unsafe and ought not to be allowed 
to remain open,”’ he replied. 

*““ How about the Brooklyn theatres? ”’ 

‘“‘That matter is in the hands of Borough 
President Littleton. He has closed some 
of the galleries, I understand. He told me 
last week that he has the matter in hand 
and will enforce the law to the letter.’’ 

Not the least important result of yester- 


; day’s conference is the creation of the per- 


manent joint commission referred to by the 
Mayor, composed of officials from the 
Health, Fire, and Building Departments, to 
exercise supervision over the various play- 
houses in this city and see to it that they 
comply with all laws and ordinances having 
reference to sanitary conditions and the 
proper safeguarding of the public in case 
of fire. This commission is composed of the 
following officials: Assistant Sanitary 
Superintendent of the Borough of Manhat- 
tan Dr. Walter Bensel, re ae, the 
Health Department; Chief Engineer R. B. 
Miller, representing the Buil ng Depart- 
ment, and Battalion Chief W. T. Beggin, 
representing the Fire Department.

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PROMISING OUTLOOK 
FOR HOME RULE BILL 


Gov. Odell to Call a Conference of 
Leaders Soon. 


Democrats Introduce Two Home Rule 
Measures, but They Are Thought to 
Have Little Chance of Passing.

ALBANY, Feb. 4.—Gov. Odell to-day an- 
nounced that a conference will be held in 
Albany in the near future to be composed 
of Republican leaders in the Legislature 
and promineat Republicans from various 
parts of the State, to discuss the broad 
proposition of according to the cities of the 
State a reasonable measure of home rule. 

Two home-rule measures were introduced 
in the Legislature to-day by Democrats. 
One of these, which was introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Foley and in the Assem- 
bly by Assemblyman McKeown, was pre- 
pared by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Guy and is understood to have the indorse- 
ment of Mayor McClellan. It provides for 
an amendment to Section 2 of Article XII. 
of the State Constitution so that all city 
legislation enacted after the next election 
of State Senators, which will be in Novem- 
ber, if vetoed by the Mayors of cities can- 
not be passed over their veto without a 
two-thirds vote in favor of the measure in 
botb houses. 

The other Democratic home rule measure 
was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Dowling, Charles F, Murphy's personal rep- 
resentative in the Legislature, and in the 
Assembly by Assemblyman Palmer, .Demo- 
cratic minority leader. 

The Dowling-Palmer measure is sweeping 
in character and bears evidence of hasty 
preparation. Mr. Palmer admitted that he 
had worked on it until the éarly hours of 
the morning. It provides practically abso- 
lute home rule for all the cities of the State 
after May 1, 1904. The cities are to fix the 
fees for liquor licenses and the hours dur- 
ing which liquor may be sold on any day. 
They are also to enjoy all the excise reve- 
nue. The Mayor of a city is to appoint an 
Excise Commission having the same powers 
for his local.city that are now enjoyed by 
the State Commissioner. 

The Metropolitan election law for New 
York City is to be repealed and the metrop- 
olis is to conduct its elections under the gen- 
eral election laws of the State. Local legis- 
lative bodies are to grant franchises to pub- 
lic service corporations and regulate the 
use of the franchises. 

While the Foley-McKeown measure was 
taken seriously, the general impression of 
the Dowling-Palmer resolution was that 
it was introduced for political effect and 
without any idea whatever that it would 
be passed. 

But if the Democratic leaders imagined 
that they could disconcert the Gevernor 
by “going him one better,” they made a 
mistake: It was shortly after the news of 
the introduction of the Dowling-Palmer 
resolution reached the executive chamber 
that the Governor made his announcement 
of the home rule conference which he is to 
call probably within the next two weeks. 

In making his announcement the Gov- 
ernor showed plainly that he was pleased 


over the reception which had been given 
the home rule proposition*and he was even 
more pleased to-night when he was. in- 
formed of the indorsement of his plan. by 
influential Republican leaders in the vari- 
ous sections of the State. In speaking of 
the proposed conference, the Governor said: 

“No one man will settle this matter. Of 
course, I have ideas about the best way to 
settle the matter, but I shall not insigt 
upon my way. A good many heads will co- 
operate in settling it. You know I am a 
great believer in conferences.”’ 

When pressed to give his ideas as to the 
lines any home rule measure should follow 
the Governor said: ‘“‘ Not at this time, f 
do not wish to say anything to prejudice 
any one. In a general way I believe that 
something ought to be done to remove the 
ill-feeling that exists in the rural communi- 
ties and the cities. The farmer and the 
high-hat man have not been getting along 
very well together, and I think ‘something 
can be done to put them on better terms.” 

Asked if he thought it would be advisable 
to appoint a special commission to. prepare 
@ measure for home rule, the Governor 
said: ‘“‘No. The Legislature is quite com- 
petent to handle the subject.” 

‘The Governor referred jestingly to the 
Dowling-Palmer measure, saying: “I sup- 
pose it separates the city altogether from 
the State. Well, I'll consider that bill 
when it gets up to me in the usual course.” 

There are signs that the Governor’s prop- 
osition is taking hold of the leaders of the 
Republican organization. William Barnes, 
Jr., Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Republican State Committee, said: 

“It is only fair that the City of New 
York should have its dependence upon the 
Legislature for authority to take desired 
action in each specific matter that may 
come up reduced to a minimum. All that 
has been sajd in support of the contention 
that the metropolis should have the right 
to make its own regulations of liquor traf- 
fic within its limits is applicable with equal 
force in the matter of regulation of the 
operation of the traction and illuminating 
companies.” 

Wititam Halpin, Executive Chairman of 
the New York County Republican organiza- 
tion, was at the Capitol to-day and had a 
conferenceswith the Governor on the home 
rule proposition. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Halpin, “that if 
the Legislature will give us a fair measure 
of home rule for New York City, the result 
of such action will be to increase the Re- 
publican vote in New York City by from 
15,000 to 20,000. Whatever Tammany may 
do with regard to the proposition, the fact 
remains that the Governor initiated it, and 
his will be the credit. 

“The question of local option in liquor 
traffic will be included in some way. he 
introduction of home rule bills by Demo- 
crats. does not confuse the situation. I 
think the cone ge for the passage of a 
reasonable home rule measure is bright,”’ 


THIEF ROBS J. B. DILL HOME. 


Robber, Fired on, Escapes with Jewelry 
Valued at $4,000. 


ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 4.—The residence 
of James B. Dill, the corporation lawyer, 
at 83 Harrison Street, was robbed of jew- 
elry valued at $4,000 while the family was 
at dinner this evening. > 

The thief, who went through the rooms 
gathering his plunder, was discovered by 
a'maid. She screamed and the man ran, 
leaving by the window through which) he 
had entered, and leaping from the porch to 
the ground. 

Mr. Dill ran out when the alarm -was 


given and fired one shot, but the man 
kept on. Mr. Dill ran out to the sidewalk 
and fired a second shot as the man ran 
along Harrison Street toward Central Ave- 
nue. The thief es@aped. 


EXPEL PRINCETON STUDENTS. 


Five Freshmen Dismissed for Cheating 
at Examination. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 4.—Five. stu- 
dents of the freshman class “have been ex- 
pelled from Princeton University .on the 
charge of, cheating in examinations. John 
N. Thompson and Thomas Kinney, both of 
Princeton, have been held in’ $1,000 bail 
each on the charge of larceny. 

It is alleged that Thompson secured cop- 
ies of the examination papers that had 
been prepered for the freshman, class 
through his son, who is employed in a local 
printing establishment. Kinney is accused

of having approached several students and 
offered the papers for sale. One of these 
students reported the offer, and an investi- 
gation, it is said, disclosed that five stu- 
dents had been guilty of purchasing the 
papers and using them to pass their e¥ami- 
nations. Their dismissal followed. 


LARCHMONT COTTAGE BURNED. 


Jackson Gouraud’s Summer Home, La 
Hacienda, Destroyed—Woman 
Caretaker Rescued. 


LARCHMONT, N. Y., Feb. 4.—La Hacien- 
da, the handsome Summer home of Jackson 
Gouraud of 439 Madison Avenue, New York 
City, Was destroyed by fire this afternoon. 
The loss is estimated at $50,000, including 
the building, its furniture, and a choice as- 
sortment in the wine cellar. 

The house stood on Beach Avenue, close 
to the Sound, and a half mile from the 
Larchmont Yacht Clubhouse. The fire 
started about 2 o’clock. Chief Mayhew 
Bronson thinks it was caused by a defect- 
ive flue. The Gouraud family is at present 
at the town house. Mrs. Cousins, the care- 
taker, was on the upper floor, and the fire 
had spread over the whole lower part be- 
fore she knew of its existence. By the 
time the firemen reached the scene the 
fllames were breaking out from all sides. A 
ladder was run up, and F. W. Flint carried 
Mrs. Cousins to safety and also rescued a 
valuable dog belonging to Mr: Gouraud. The 
firemen were hampered by frozen hydrants, 
and the house burned to the ground. 

Mr. Gouraud reached here a couple of 


hours after the house was destroyed, and, 
after viewing the ruins and seeing there 
was no hope of salvage started back for 
New York. He said he could not say just 
how much insurance he had on the building 
ani contents, but knew it would not cover 
the loss. 


STAMFORD TOW!. HALL BURNED 


Fire for a Time Threatened Business 
Section of the City.

STAMFORD, Conn., Feb. 4.—The Town 
Hall, one of the finest buildings of its kind 
in the State, was totally destroyed by a 
fire to-night, which for a time threatened 
to spread throughout the entire business 
portion of the city. The hall, with its con- 
tents, was worth about $150,000. The fire 
made a brilliant spectacle, and could .be 
seen for miles around. There was prac- 
tically no water pressure, because the hy- 
drants in the centre of the town were 
frozen. Several business blocks and the 
Church caught fire, but 
it was soon extinguished. The fire is at- 
tributed to crossed electric wires. 

Mayor Leeds telephoned for assistance to 
Bridgeport, Greenwich, Port Chester, and 
New Canaan. In the Town Hall were the 
Post Office, the Town Clerk's office, Pro- 
bate Court, City Court, the Mayor’s office, 
and various other public offices, together 
with lawyers’ offices, and on the first floor 
private shops. The Post Office was com- 


‘pletely destroyed, but all the first-class mail 


matter was saved, A temporary Post Office 
is being fitted up to-night across the street. 
Most of the land records were rescued 
from the Town Clerk's office. 

The Town Hall was erected in 1870... Part 
of it was a theatre with a seating capaci- 
ty of 1,200, which was used for town meet- 
ings and various public gatherings. Edwin 


Booth played ‘* Hamlet ”’ in it once, and for 
many years it was the only theatre Stam- 

rd possessed. Two weeks ago the Fire 

arshals. reported the building unsafe for 
public gatherings, and made various rec- 
Pmmendations or alterations. These were 
to be formally incorporated in a resolution 
to be adopted by the Common Council next 
Monday. The Fire Marshal recommended 
that no pee gatherings be held in the 
hall until alterations were made. There 
were only a few employes of offices and 
shops about the building when the fire 
started, and no one was hurt. 


AIM AT THE FAIR TRAFFIC, 


Wabash Gets a Through Line from 
Cincinnati to St, Louis.

CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—An alliance just 
formed by the Wabash and the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton, and Dayton Railroads involves 
the Vanderbilts in the Gould-Cassatt conten- 
tion. By the alliance, a new through pas- 
senger route is established from Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis to St. Louis. 

Both the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania in- 
terests are said to be disturbed by the new 
move of the Wabash, which is intended to 
give the latter the bWk of the St. Louis 
Fair traffic. The Baltimore and Ohio and 
Vandalia lines, both controlled by the 
Pennsylvania, and the Big Four, controlled 
by the Vanderbilts, have had practically a 
monopoly on the business from Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis. 

Though the distances by their lines are 
shorter than by the new Wabash route, the 
latter is held to secure an advantage in 
having the only direct line into the Fair 
grounds, occupying practically the same po- 
sition that the Illinois Central held during 
the World's Fair in Chicago. 


CHICAGO TRACTION WAR.

MINE SURVIVOR’S STORy. 


Onty Man Who Lived Through the 
Harwick Disaster Tells of His 
Experience.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 4.—The first 
and only authentic interview with Adolph 
Gunia, aged eighteen, the lone survivor of 
the Harwick Mine disaster, was made to- 
day, the fifst day that Gunia has been able 
to talk since the explosion. 

“TI was working about 240 feet from the 
main shaft," he said, “when suddenly the 
air became very cold. I thought I would 
freeze. Men were working all about me, 
but none within 300 feet. The cold air was 
immediately followed by blinding light. 
Then I knew no more. When I awoke, I 
do not know how long after, I was lying 


face down upon some timbers. I cried for 
help into the darkness for an hour. Then 
I heard the voices of the rescuing party 
and called to them. Then I became un- 
conscious and know no: more.” 

Gunle, who speaks English fluently, is 
recovering his sight, but will be in the hos- 
pital for several weeks owing to his burns.

SCHWAB YIELDS ALL 
IN SHIPYARD FIGHT 


Litigation of Bondholders Is 
Brought to Abrupt End. 


| CONTROL OF TRUST FI XED 

| Max Pam to Leave . Reorganization 

Committee and Protective Com- 
mittee’s Men to be Taken In. 


M. Schwab on every issue pressed against 
him and his adherents by the four first 
mortgage bondholders who brought suit 
last Summer for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the United States Shipbuilding 
Company, the way was paved last night for 
a reorganization of.the corporation in‘ the 
interest of all bondholders. That will have 
the effect of ending the litigation in which 


the concern’s affairs have been involved 
for seven months. 

A reorganization plan, substantially that 
proposed by Samuel Untermyer, counsel for 
the Bondholders’ Protective Committee two 
weeks ago, when negotiations were opened 
looking to the final settlement, was put 
out by Receiver James Smith, Jr., at the 
request, and with the express sanction of 
the Sheldon reorganization committee, 
whose former plan, turning over the prop- 
erties of the shipbuilding construction. to 
Mr. Schwab, was the particular act which 
started the suf for a receiver. 

The plan was accepted by Mr. Untermyer 
as.accomplishing the end toward which 
his receivership suit and general participa- 
tion in all the shipbuilding company liti- 
gations has been directed. 

The new plan contemplates the organiza- 
tion of a new corporation, which is to be 
called, for the present purpose at least, the 
Bethlehem Steel and Shipbuilding Company. 
It is to be capitalized at $30,000,000, the 
stock divided into $15,000,000 common and 
$15,000,000 preferred, with anissue of $3,000, - 
000 collateral trust sinking fund 6 per cent. 
ten-year gold bonds, put out for the pur- 
pose furnishing working capital. Of the 
capital stock, Mr. Schwab, as in the pro- 
posals of the last two weeks, is to receive 
$9,000,000 preferred and $6,000,000 common,

FREES DEPOSITED BONDS. 


The issuance of the new or modified plan, 
as it is called by the committee in its 
official pronunciamento, frees all the bonds 
deposited under the old plan, according 
to the statement of William Nelson Crom- 
well last night. It will, therefore, remain 
to be determined whether the holders of 
bonds not’ specifically involved in the agrée- 
ment between counsel for the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee and the Bondholders’ Pro- 
tective Committee will leave their depos- 
its in support of the new reorganization 
or, if not depositors, will come in under it.

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SENATOR HANNA’S 
CONDITION UNCHANGED. 


Physicians Predict that He Will Be Up 
in a Week, Though Physical 
Exhaustion Is Great. 


WASHINGTON, Feb.’ 4.—There was no 
distinct change to-day in the condition of 
Senator Hanna, who is suffering from grip 
and great physical exhaustion. In their 
morning report the attending physicians 
said there were no alarming symptoms, and 
to-night they express the helief that if there 
are no untoward developments in the case 
the Senator will recover in a reasonable 
time. To-night, after the consultation of 
the physicians, Dr. Rixey made the follow- 
ing statement: 

There is no change in Senator Hanna’s 
condition since the morning report. He was 
resting well at 8 o'clock. blood examina- 
tion is being made, and a report will be 
made at 9 o'clock to-morrow morning. If 
everything goes all right from now on we 
will have Senator Hanna up in a week and 
send him away to recuperate. 


Dr. Rixey ascrjbes the irritation which 
had set up in his patient’s stomach to the 
resulting effects of grip. He does not an- 
ticipate that the examination of Senator 
Hanna's blood will show the presence of 
typhoid. If it does, however, he explained 
that it would be only in an™‘irregular”’ form. 
The blood examination was determined¢on, 
he said, as a precautionary measure, with 
the view to ascertaining the presence of 
any suppuration anywhere. Dr. Rixey said 


that Mr. Hanna by no means had exhaust- 
ed his strength.

STATEMENT IN PARLIAMENT. 


Lord Percy Says Britain Has ‘Made 
Frequent Representations to Rus- 
sia as to Manchuria.

AMERICAN WARSHIP AT CANTON. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Significance is 
attached in naval circles to the official 
announcement by the Navy Department to- 
day that the monitor Monterey has left 
Hongkong for Canton. In view of the re- 
cent report that the foreign quarter in 
Canton had been threatened, it is believed 
here that the departure of the Monterey 
for that place may have been influenced 
by the report of unrest there.

JAPAN'S NATURAL ALLIES. 


Dr. W. W. Keen, at Brown Alumni 
Dinner, Says America and Great 
Britain Should Help Island 
Empire. 

Dr. W. W. Keen, the eminent Phila- 
delphia surgeon, who returned not long ago 
from an extended trip through the Orient, 
aroused a large gathering of college men, 
including many distinguished New Yorkers, 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm last night by 
delivering a speech hailing this country 
and Great Britain as the natural allies of 
Japan in the’event of a war between that 
nation and Russia. The local association 
of alumni of Brown. University was cele- 
brating its annual banquet in one of the 

dining rooms of the University Club. 

“In the sixteenth century,” said Dr. 
Keen, “the nation which controlled the 
commerce of the Mediterranean cuntroed 
the world; who centrols the trade of os 
Pacific in future will rule the world. The 
fight of the present century wil be upon 
the Pacific. It will be between the Slav 
and* the Anglo-Sqgxon—the Slav represent- 
ing power in government and typifying an- 
tagonism against the mass ef the people 
and against education; the Anglo-Saxon, 
or the (inited States and Great Britain, 
representing education, standing for lib- 
«erty and for the uplifting of humanity. 

“It is that fight we are facing, and 
when little Japan fires the first gun—it 
may be to-morrow-—she will be fighting 
our battle. And I hope that Great Britain 
and America, if it may be so, will uphold 
that brave little nation when she fires the 
first shot for freedom.’’ 

The cheering that greeted this sentiment 
Was tremendous. 

The Rev. Dr. W. H. P. Faunce, President 
of Brown, took up “‘ Summer Ball Playing.”’

When the reporters called at the residence 
of William Nelson Cromwell, 12 West For- 

ty-ninth Street, the plan of reorganization, 
with an accompanying circular explaining 
the bond issue, a notice of condition of de- 
posit to bondholders, and a nee A pre- 
pared explanation of the elimination of 
Max Pam were ew out, with explanation 
by Mr. Cromwell that Mr. Untermyer had 
not at that time consented to the provision 
of the reorganization plan method of choos- 
ing the Board of Directors. 

Fhis method was the same as that finally 
approved, of which outline was given above, 
except that the Reorganization Committee 
at the time when Mr. Cromwell was talking 
to the newspaper men, consisted of Messrs. 
Sheldon, Fairchild, Borne, Fisk, and Wet- 
more, without the addition of Mr. Nathan 
of the Bondholders’ Protective Committee. 

The reorganization plan circular contained 
a letter from Receiver Smith to the Shel- 
don committee, stating that the receiver 
had, in compliance with requests and to 
recent waste of assets incident to continued 
litigation, prepared a plan. The _ explana- 
tion of the elimination of Max Pam was 
as follows: 

In view of the attacks that have been made 
upon the Reorganization Committee in the 
course of the pending tigation on the ground 
that Mr. Schwa personal attorney was a mem- 
ber of that committee and one of its counsel, and 
in order that there should be no occasion or 
excuse for any claim that Mr. Schwab was dom- 
inating or controlling In the reorganization, Mr. 
Pam decided to relieve the situation from any 
such possible embarrassment or criticism and 
tendered his resignation as a member of the 
committee and as one of its counsel. There- 
upon Mr. Pliny Fisk of the banking firm of 
Harvey Fisk & Sons was elected a member of 
the committee in Mr, Pam's place. 

From Mr. Cromweli’s residence -the re- 
porters went to that of Mr. Untermyer, at 
675 Fifth Avenue, and waited for fifteen 
minutes while Mr. Untermyer talked over 
the telephone. When the conversation was 
ended Mr. Untermyer said:

MR. UNTERMYER’S EXPLANATION. 


Subsequently he made the following state-

“ ‘These changes insure a committee and 
Board of Directors free from the Commins 
tion of Charles Schwab and a mana 
ment that may be relied upon to do just 
to, Securit holders of the new com na. 


“The right of the Bondholders’ Protect- 
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ive Committee and of the bondholders rep- 
resented in it are secured through Receiver 
Smith, who is there to represent their in- 
terests. Upon a conservative valuation of 
the new securities, valuing the preferred 
stock at 75 and the common at 25, the pres- 
ent bonds are werth about 50 cents on the 
dollar under the new plan, as against 12 
cents, which was their market value under 
the Sheldon plan that was being forced 
down the throats of the bondholders when 
this contest was begun. 

“The shipyard plants have been esti- 
mated to be worth about $6,000,000, which 
is 40 cents on a dollar on the first mortgage 
bonds, so that this plan reserves to the 
first mortgage bondholders in new securi- 
ties, toate full eros of the properties 
in which the bondholders are interested.

SHIPYARD TRUST HISTORY. 


Formation and Troubles of the Com- 
bination That Culminated in the 
Receivership Suit. 


The history of the United States Ship- 
building ‘Company dates from the late 
Spring of 1902, when attempt was made to 
combine the seven original constituent 
properties and to float security issues here 
and abroad. There had been two attempts 
prior to that one to form a shipbuilding 
combination, but neither reached a definite 
stage through the failure of parties in- 
volved in the tentative proposals to agree 
on a plan of organization. 

‘One of these, in which the Vickers-Maxim 
Company of England and the Cramp in- 
terests' were :concerned, was the occasion 
for the purchese by Charles M. Schwab cf 
the Bethlehem steel properties, which were 
to figure so largely in subsequent ship- 
building history. 

The United States Shipbuilding Company 
as originally organized was capitalized at 
$3,000, waich was promptly raised to 
$20,000,000 by the board of “dummy” Di- 
rectors when the seven constituent con- 
cerns were purchased in June, 1902, In that 
same month the firm of J. P.: Morgan & 
Co., managers of the United’ States Steel 
syndicate, nad purchased from Charles M. 
Echwab, then President of the Steel Cor- 
poration, the Bethlehem property. 

Through June and July attempts were 
made to float the issues of the shipbuilding 
company. The Trust Company of the Re- 
public took a large interest in the Ameri- 
can underwriting, and a “syndicate” of 
foreigners were said to have interested 
themselves in the foreign subscription. The 
foreign subscriptions were called in part 
late in July, but the response was disap- 
pointing. 

It was about the middle of August when 
an arrangement was entered into between 
Messrs. Schwab and Max Pam, his counsel, 
on the one side, and Lewis Nixon, Presi- 
dent of the ee company, and D. 
Le Roy Dresser, dent of the Trust 
ae of the Republic, on the other, 
for the purchase of the Bethlehem property, 
That purchase, when completed, left Beth- 
lehem in the eas company under 
a apeneenge which has been the centre of 
contention during the whole of the litiga- 
tion just closed. 

It has been asserted by the complainant 
bondholders that the terms of the Bethle- 
hem mortgage seats the absolute control 
of the shipbuilding company in the hands 
of Charles M. Schwab, and made it possible 
for him when bankruptcy was imminent, 
in April of 1908, to dictate a,plan of reor- 
ganization for the properties which would 
enable him still in control of the company 
to accomplish the foreclosure of his mort- 
gage—under the plan of reorganization a 
first mortgage on all of the property—and 
wipe out the entire remaining interests in 
the ship combination. 

A series of unfertunate banking transac- 
tions whereby the Trust Company of the 
Republic, in order to facilitate the Bethle- 
hem purchase and to furnish money to the 
ar combination in the Summer of 1902, 

made loans far beyond its resources, 
had produced a condition in the Fall of that 
ear which led to the formation of the 
heldon syndicate. 

That was an organization intended osten- 
sibly to save the trust company from dis- 
aster, but it was not known by those who 
contributed to it as a means of taking up 
the securities pledged on the trust com- 
pany loans how extended the difficulty 
was. Nor was it: known by the.managers 
themselv es that the conditions under which 
the Cy gee me company had been formed 
made it impossible for the combination 
ever to meet its fixed charges, to say noth- 
~~ < of a ayving stock dividends. 

heldon Syndicate and ‘the Sheldon 
Neore anization Committee have been close- 
ly allied during all their career. The s 
dicate controlled the ne great majority of f rst 
mortgage bonds, the Reorganization 
Committee re resented the Schwab idea 
of what was fair for the second mortgage 
bonds. Through its powers, conferred by 
the syndicate agreement. the Sheldon Syn- 
dicate was able to deposit with the Reor- 
ganization Committee all the first mort- 
gage bonds held by it in support of the 

hwab plan. 

When the litigation was started by the 
complaining bondholders, in June, 1903, 
there were but 214 bonds backing the a 
plication for a receiver. During the mont 
of battle which ensued, in which the we 
ecrets of the shipbuilding company were 
disclosed, the bonds of the Protective Com- 
mittee were ranged against the millions 
held by the Schwab interests. 

On Jan. 29 last the Sheldon syqndicate 
expired, and the eee ee by it, 
although ‘deposited wit the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee, became free to join in the 
fight then about to be waged to break the 
validity of the Bethlehem mortgage and 
loosen the grip of Mr. Schwab on the Uni- 
ted States Shipbuilding Company. It was 
five days after this that the complete sur- 
render of the Schwab party was recorded. 


ODELL OPPOSED TO INQUIRY. 


Fears Legislative Action on Shipbuild- 
ing Trust. Would Create Wrong 
Public Impression.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Feb. 4.—Senator 
Brackett said to-night that it had not yet 
been decided whether a resolution would be 
introduced in the Legislature for an in- 
vestigation of the Shipbuflding Trust. 
‘But I think there ought to be an in- 
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vestigation,’’ he added. ‘‘ This much I will 
say, that my investigation of the methods 
pursued by the trust have convinced me 
that my clients, C. H. Kavanagh and Gen.

The total produc- 
tion is estimated at 12,000,000 gallons. The 
fact that practically none of the large dis- 
tilleries are being operated at full capacity 
is cited as an indication that the market 
is being manipulated for speculative pur- 


poses. 

The probability of such a compact is re- 
garded as strong, because it is said that 90 
per cent. of Kentucky's prosuetien is in 
the hands of twelve or fifteen companies 
and firms.

: _ Rayner’s Victory Gives His Presi- 


‘dential*Boom a Set-back.

Southern Democrats, on Whom He Re- 
lied, Point to His Defeat and to 


Failures in the Senate.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—‘‘It is the ac- 
tion of: a Democratic caucus. - Whatever 
action a Democratic caucus or convention 
takes is always satisfactory to me, and I 
abide by it.” 

This was Senator Gorman’s comment to- 
night on the victory of Isidor Rayner, the 
independent candidate who defeated Mr. 
Gorman’s machine in Maryland. 

Mr. Gorman’s prestige is unquestionably 
Gamaged by Rayner’s successful fight. For 
a week or more Southern Democrats have 
been saying that the Senator could’ not 
control his own State and.that his Presi- 
dential candidacy was affected by the fact. 

‘““He did not want Rayner elected be- 
cause Rayner is too able a man,” said one 
prominent Southern Democrat three days 
ago. “‘Gorman dees‘not want to share the 
limelight with anybody. He wanted to be 
the Sengter from Maryland; he did not 
want to be one of.the twé Senators from 
Maryland, as he will be with Rayner elect- 
ed. ‘He has got himself in a bad way, for 
he has demonstrated that his grip on his 
own State is not strong enough to enable 
him to beat the popular choice.” 

This sentiment has been intensified by 
Raynér's struggle and Mr. Gorman’s re- 
luctant surrender to the popular desire at 
the last moment has done little to modify 
it’ “His prestige “has already been badly 
damaged by the constant and uninterrupt- 
ed succession of failures marking his at- 
tempt to lead the Senate Democrats. Unless 
he ean r@coup his fortunes by some bold 
stroke of Jeadership at the capital, his 
Presidential boom is likely to be relegated 
to the “‘ scattering ”’ class. ° 

Though Mr. Gorman was heralded as a 
brilliant leader, just the man to solidify 
the Democratic forces and marshal them to 
victory, his leadership has resulted little 
better than did that of James K. Jones of 
Arkansas. His Cuban reciprocity policy 
was scouted and dissipated into ineffective- 
ness by the Senators whom he attempted 
to lead in opposition to their own wishes 
and to the policy of House Leader Will- 
jams. His attempt to unite them on his 
own Panama Canal policy has met with 
such signal failure that he will not submit 
the question to a-caucus because of the 
certainty that a verdict would be formally 
recorded against him. 

These are the only attempts at leadership 
he has made, and his failures are not coun-\ 
terbalanced by any successes. All this has 
been a matter of much comment among the 


Southern Democrats, from whom he draws 
his principal support for the Presidency. 
It is being commonly said that the old poli- 
ticlan’s hand ras lost its cunning, and 
that his skill has departed. 

But one last argument has remained as 
the standby of the Gorman men. They 
have pointed to his control of his own 
State as proof that he is still the invin- 
cible political leader of old. Warfield’s 
majority for Governor was small, but it 
Was won on the race issue, which Mr. Gor- 
man made, and his victory has been point- 
= to as proof that Gorman controls the 

tate. 

But Rayner’s victory has given a black 
eye to that last argument, in the opinion 
of the Southern men.

Bill to So Amend Constitution 
duced in Maryland Senate. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Feb. 4.—In the State 
Senate to-day Senator WUson introduced a4 
bill” 'the acknowledged purpose of whieh is 
to eliminate the negro vote’ in Maryland.

Third*Lineal descendants of those quali- 
fied to register and vote under the preced-

education; physical vigor such as will jus- 
tify the hope that if the candidate com- 
pletes the college course he will be in good 
physical condition to meet the problems of 


actual life, and qualities of temper and 
bearing such as give evidence of the »rob- 
able acquisition of the manner of the edu- 
cated gentleman. 

The faculties of high schools and :icade- 
mies will be invited to nominate candi- 
dates from their graduates, and from this 
eligible list the university will select the 
apest promising applicants for the scholar- 
ships.

In addition to the $20,000 worth 
of bonds stolen by him from her sisters, it 
now develops that he obtained gl! of the 
$10,000 worth of bonds belonging to his 
wife. In addition fo this it was learne 
yesterday that Fragner had stolen from a 
number of people, and had even succeeded 
in bunkoing two of the attachés of the 
District Attorney’s office. 


WILLIAM D, BISHOP DEAD. 


Had Been Congressman and President 
of New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Feb. 4.—William 
Darius Bishop, formerly President of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road, died at his home on Washington Ave- 
nue at 11:30 this morning after a prolonged 
illness: of heart disease. In the early part 
of the Winter he had been taken to his 
home in a partially unconscious state from 
a business meeting, on account of his heart 
weakness. His wife and children were at 
his bedside when he expired. 
He was the son of Alfred and Mary Ferris 
Bishop, and was born in Bloomfield, N. J.,; 
Sept. 14, 1827. His father was one of the 
greatest canal and railroad contractors in 
the country. Among the great works he 
projected were the Morris Canal in New 
Jersey, the-bfidge over the Raritan at New 
Brufiswick, the Housatonic, the Saratoga, 
the Naugatuck, and the New York and 
New Haven Railroads. The son was grad- 
uated from Yale in 1849, and took up the 
uncompleted contracts of his father. He 
was the first Superintendent of the Naug- 
atuck Road, and later its President. In 1867 
Mr. Bishop was elected President of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. 
He remained the head of the road until 
March 1, 1869, when ill-health forced him to 
relinquish active duties, and he resigned. 
He remained on the Board of Directors, a 
position that he held until his death. 

In politics Mr. Bishop was a Democrat. 
He developed while at Yale a keen taste 


for debate, and was elected Professor of 
the Linonian Society, at that time congid- 
ered one of th@ high honors of college life. 
e was a member of the Thirty-fifth Con- 
ress, representing the Bridgeport district. 
‘rom 1859 to 1860 he’ was United States 
Commissioner of Patents. Mr. Bishop also 
held numerous State offices. In 1871 he 
was elected a member-of the State House 
of Representatives, and in’ 1877 he was 
chosen a State Senator. His last political 
activity was when he appeared against 
W. J. Bryan in the first McKinley cam- 
paign. He married Miss Julia A. Tomlin- 
son in 1850. Six children were born of the 
union. Besides Mrs. en, one daughter 
and four sons survive. per are Mary 
Ferris Bishop, Dr. Russell T. ishop. Gen. 
Henry Alfred Bishop, William D. Bishop, 
Jr., and Nathaniel Wheeler Bishop. 


EDITOR OF PUCK DEAD. 


Adolph Schwarzmann Said to Have Orig- 
inated Many of the Best Ideas for 
the Publication’s Cartoons, 


Adolph Schwarzmann, who with the late 
Toseph Keppler founded Puck, died yester- 
day morning at his residence, 691 St. Mark’s 
Avenue, Brooklyn, of pneumonia. Mr. 
Schwarzmann had been ill for six weeks. 
Ever since Puck was founded, in 1876, he 
had been the editor in chief and had guid- 
ed its attitude toward politics, while Mr. 
Keppler had been one of its leading car- 
toonists and artists. 

Mr. Schwarzmann was born in Germany 
in 1838. After learning the printer's t®ade 
he came to this country, having little more 
than this skill as his asset. He made vari- 
ous ventures, and finally settled on journal- 
ism, becoming an assistant editor on Frank 
Leslie’s. There he met Joseph Keppler, 
who was drawing cartoons for the publica- 
tion, and they left Leslie’s to found Puck, 
taking the firm name of Keppler & 
Schwarzmann, Mr. Schwarzmann had 
nearly $10,000, which formed the larger 
share of the firm’s assets, but the partners 
went in on terms of half and half. It is 
said that Keppler had started a paper be- 
fore this in St. Louis bearing the name of 
Puck, but had failed in the venture. 

At first Puck was printed in German, but 
the partners soon changed it to an English 
publication. In less than a year the weekly 
proved a success. Besides Keppler, ‘‘ Man- 
ny" Valentine and Gillam were early con- 
tributors to the cartoons of Puck. 

Mr. Schwarzmann was credited with orig- 
inating many of the best ideas for car- 
toons, although he was unable to draw 
cartoons himself. 

At his country home on Shelter Island 


Mr. Schwarzmann spent much of his time 
sailing his steam yacht Turbese. He was a 
member of the New York Yacht Club, the 
Shelter Island Yacht Club, the Brooklyn 
Germania, and the American Geographical 
Society. He also was connected with many 
charitable organizations. Besides his share 
in Puck, he was President of the J. Ott- 
mann Lithographing Company and owned 
a large pease of the building on Houston 
Street where the weekly is published. He 
is survived by his wife and son:

ANDOVER, Mass., Feb. 4.—Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Bradford Smyth, wife of Prof. Egbert 
Cc. Smyth of the Andover Theological Sem- 
inary, died suddenly this morning at her 
home, 210 Main Street. She attended an 
anti-suffrage meeting in Boston last Sat- 
urday, and on her way home contracted a 
cold which developed into pneumonia. 

Mrs. Smyth was the daughter of the 
late Rev. Dr. Dwight of Portland, Me., who 
was the son of President Dwight of Yale. 
Her mother was a member of the distin- 
guished Bradford family of Philadelphia. 
She was a direct descendant of Jonathan 
Edwards, the nated theologian. Besides her 
husband she leaves a sister, Miss Dwight, 
who resides in Andover, and a brother, 
Henry Dwight of Philadelphia. Mrs. 
Smyth took a prominent part in the re- 
ligious life of Andover, was active in 


philanthropic work, a prominent anti-suf- 
tragist, and took great interest in the work 
of the woman’s branch of the Home Mis- 
sionary Society. She was very popular 
amens and a great friend to Andover stu- 
ents.

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CUBA IS LEFT 10 CUBANS 
Last American Troops Leave the 
Island. 


President Paima’s Expression of Cuba’s 
Gratitude to the United States— 
Final Ceremonies. 


HAVANA, Feb. 4.>The last vestige of 
the American occupation of Cuba disap- 
peared this afternoon, when the American 
flag was lowered from the Cabana bar- 
racks and the last battalion of American 
soldiers bodrded the United States Army 
transport Sumner. 

Standing on the wind-swept plain near 
Cabana Fortress, between lines of Amer- 
ican and Cuban troops, President Palma 
voiced his appreciation of what Americans 
have done for Cuba, 

After the soldiers had presented arms the 
American flag was slowly lowered from the 
staff over the barracks, a salute of twenty- 
one guns being meanwhile fired from the 
fortress. The Cuban flag was then raised 
in its place and also salted with twenty- 
one guns. President Palma addressed Min- 
ister Squiers and Major Brown, Commander 
of the American troops, in English, saying: 

“On this momentous occasion the sin- 
cerity and depth of my feelings overcome 
me and my heart must supply my defi- 
ciency of words. We now see leave our 
shores the last troops the United States 
left in Cuba after helping us to secure our 
independence and the blessings of freedom. 

“They could stay longer under some pre- 
text or they could impose upan us an unjust 
demand. But. on the contrary, the Govern- 
ment of the United States willingly proves 
its disinterestedness and the sincerity of 
the aid it rendered us by taking these 
troops away, and shows us that we have, 
as an independent people, the confidence of 
one of.the most powerful nations on earth. 

“This act of the United States in With- 
drawing its troops from Cuban territory 
reflects upon them everlasting glory and 
makes us proud of ourselves, for it means 
that nobody doubts our competence to 
govern ourselves or our,ability to maintain 
peace and order and guarantee the rights 
of all the inhabitants of this island. 

“This new consideration shown us, to- 


gether with the services we have previ- 
ously received at their hands, will bind the 
Cuban people to the American people for- 
ever in a strong tie of sincere gratitude.”’ 
Major Brown replied to President Palma 
and thanked him for his kindnesses to the 
American officers and soldiers. He ex- 
pressed the hope that President Palma 
would serve many years as President of 
Cuba. 
There were many more American specta- 
tors present than Cuban, and the only 
diplomat to witness the departure of the 
Americans was the Chinese Minister, who 
was accompanied by his staff. 
The Sumner will sail to-morrow, leaving 
the Twenty-first and Twenty-second Com- 
panies of Artillery at Fort Barrancas, Flior- 
da, and takirg the others to Fort ‘Wash- 
ington, Maryland. ‘ 


MRS. MAYBRICK IN A HOME. 


To be Released in the Summer—State- 
ment by the British Home Secretary. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—Replying to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons to-day, 
Home Secretary Akers-Douglas confirmed 
the reports that Mrs. Florence Maybrick 
had been removed from Aylesbury prison to 
a convalescent home, where she will re- 
main until the Summer, when she will be 
allowed her freedom. The Home Secretary 
said a license had been grahted to Mrs. 
Maybrick under the Penal Servitude acts. 

“In accordance with the wishes of the 
authorities of the home and with Mrs. 
Maybrick’s own earnest desire, which is, I 
think, entitled to consideration,” added Mr. 
Akers-Douglas, ‘‘I do not,propose to make 
public any further details ‘as to the time or 
place of her release,”’ 

Thié ‘Associated’ Press can announce with 
authority that Mrs. Maybrick is now in a 
home in a diStant part of England and un- 
der the care of the members of a religious 


sisterhood.* She is kept under surveillance, 
but to all intents and purposes her life 
now, compared to her existence in Ayles- 
bury Prison, is that of a free woman. She 
will remain where she is until next July, 
when her punishment will be ended under 
the special license, and she will be allowed 
to go free, subject to the usual conditions 
governing ticket-of-leave convicts. 

The transfer of Mrs. Maybrick from a 
penal prison to a quiet country home con- 
stitutes an almost unprecedented action on 
the part of the authorities. It was due 
to the mediation of Adeline Marie, Duchess 
of Bedford, who, as a Visitor to Ayles- 
bury Prison for many years, has taken a 
keen personal intereSt in Mrs. Maybrick, 
and finally suecceéded in obtaining the miti- 
gation of her punishment to the extent of 
her being allowed«to spend the last six 
months of her confiriement outside the 
prison walls. 

The Home Office several months ago 
agreed to meet the request of the Duchess 
of Bedford, although it imposed a pledge 
of secrecy. Therefore, in order to permit 
her hair to grow out ag in and for .the 
recuperation of her health, Mrs. Maybrick 
was quietly tranSferred to this private in- 
stitution, where, although she is still actual- 
ly a convict under a life sentence, she lives 
unknown and unnoticed and in a freedom 
that belies her real status. 

The mystery with which this change in 
Mrs. Maybrick’s situation was effected ex- 
cited the keenest interest here, and gave 
rise to numerous stories that she had oe 
released. These, as previously stated in 
these dispatches, were utterly without 
foundation. 

Mrs. Maybrick’s exact whereabouts are 
guarded with extraordinary secrecy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—In view of the 
suggestion that has been made in the press 
to the effect that Mrs. Maybrick when re- 
leased from prison may not be permitted 
to land in the United States on the ground 
that she has been’a convict, it is learned 
that that issue will probably be avoided by 
the simple device of taking out a passport 
from the United States embassy in London. 

While the doctrine is not absolutely set- 
tled, the State Department’s practice has 


been to admit the right of an American wo- 
man who has married an alien to regain 
her. citizenship tn America on the death of 
her husband by a mere assertion of her 
desire so to do. 

Mrs. Maybrick therefore may come into 
the United States as an American citizen, 
and as such would not be subject to the 
operations of the exclusion laws, which ap- 
ply only to foreigners. : 


BRITISH ARMY REFORM. 


All the Heads of Departments at the 
War Office Dismissed. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—In pursuance of the 
army reforms all the heads of departments 
of the War Office yesterday received let- 
ters of dismissal and were notified that they 
would be employed elsewhere.

AMERICANS WRONGLY ARRESTED. 


Messrs. Hurt and Ireland Victims of a 
Police Mistake at Nice. 


PARIS, Feb. 4.—Inquiry concerning the 
detention of Mr. Hurt and Mr. Ireland, two 
Americans, at Nice, has brought out the 
following facts: 

On Jan. 26 the police of Nice arrested Mr. 
Hurt, considering him to be a man named 
Hurst, who was wanted by the Paris. police. 
Mr. Ireland, on hearing of this, went to ex- 
plain and to identify Mr. Hurt, and healso 
was held as an accomplice. The United 
States Consular office immediately pro- 


ceeded to; demand proofs -of ‘identity, the 
authorities replying that two days would 


be required, which resulted im showing that 
a mistake had been made in taking Mr. 
Hurt for the man Hurst.

they asked $2 a ticket and notified all the 
men friends of the establishment that they 
need not apply. These must have heeded 
the warning, for there were only bonnets 
and frocks, caps and gowns in the audience, 
the only three men in sight being the musi- 
cians, who did not count, being profes- 
sionals, and even they were tucked away 
in a corner where they were as much out 
of the line of vision as possible. 

All these precautions were taken because 
the alumnae girls, most of them last year’s 
graduates, were appearing in buskins and 
breeches, silk stockings and knickerbockers, 
smoking cigarettes and a pipe—no one in 
the audience knew what was in that pipe— 
and even in the excitement of the last act 
slipping out words which began with big, 
big D’s. % 

“What do these curls of smoke mean? 
asked Macaire, smoking a cigarette, of 
Bertrand, smoking a corncob pipe. 

“Damn poor bacco,” answered the latter 
calmly. 

‘Maitre Patelin,” a fifteenth century 
play, and “ Macaire,” by Robert Louis 
Stevenson and William Earnest Henley, 
were the mediums chosen by the girls to 
display their histrionic talent. In the first 
play, with five characters, four are men, 
and in the latter out of ten characters eight 
are masculine, to say nothing of a handful 
of soldiers thrown in for good measure. 
They were a gallant lot of men, too, in their 
red coats, if they could not have passed 
muster for height in all regiments. They 
were also good shots, for one of them fired 
the pistol which killed Macaire and made 
a grand finale to the afternoon’s entertain- 
ment. 

“Maitre Patelin’” was translated from 
the French for the first time for this oc- 
casion by Evelyn Osborne and Elinor T. B. 
Endicott of the class of 1900. “ Macaire,”’ 
which was the original of “ Erminie,’’ has 
not been seen on the boards, and both were 
chosen for their originality. That was what 
the girls themselves said, but there are 
other people who have hinted that even 
the dignified members of the alumnae were 
not above showing what good gentiemen 
they could be upon occasion. 

‘“‘Maitre Patelin” did not offer much 
scope in the way of masculine dress, as its 
Judge was in long robes, its lawyer in 
ankle-length skirts, as were also its hal- 
berdiers, two tall Amazons, and trousers 
were worn only by the draper and Lamb- 
kin, a shepherd boy, Miss H. M. Rogers, a 
clever little comedian. The most effective 
costume was donned by Master Patelin, 
Miss A. G. Cahn, the knave lawyer, who 
practices one of his knavish tricks with 


the aid of a long ‘“‘nighty’’ and peaked 
nightcap slipped on over his masculine 
robes. 

‘‘Erminie’’ without the music is ‘“‘ Ma- 
caire,’”” and it was exceedingly well acted. 
Miss A. G. Ware as Macaire was the star 
of the play. Proportions are difficult to ob- 
tain in a piece where all the actors are 
women, but Miss Ware-must be nearly six 
feet in height, and, had the general char- 
acteristics of the jolly, philosophical, poet- 
ical scapegrace gentleman. She took the 
part so well and was so letter perfect in 
the long lines that it was difficult to be- 
lieve that the play had been rehearsed for 
only.a month. A regular actor does not, 
perhaps, drop his stick, a man always ‘re- 
members not to sit on his hat, and has no 
aifficulty in finding things in his pocket, 
but as for the latter no woman could be 
expected to understand such an unaccus- 
tomed luxury, and this was a first per- 
formance. . 

Miss E, Osborne tlte Marquis, with 
white hair and beard, in red velvet and 
lace, had a really marvelous make-up, and 
no ore seeing her would have taken her 
for anything but a perfect gentleman, or 
hearing her have doubted that she was a 
perfect lady.

Fred Thompson of Thompson & Dundy, 
proprietors of Luna Park, at Coney Island, 
returned home on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse yesterday. 

“T’ve been all over Europe,” he said 
“ collecting attractions for Luna Park, and 
I now think I have enough things to cover 
the whole of Coney Island. I have been to 
Morocco and other North African countries, 
too. 

‘*Some of the things I have arranged to 
have sent™here are g@ herd of sixty per- 
forming elephants, twenty Arabian barbs 
from the prize stid of the Sultan of Mo- 
rocco, a band of Riffians, and a Moorish 
band which has never been out of the 
City of Fez. Then I speculated a little in 
walls, and bought a few of those about 
Tangier. The designs are rather odd, and 
as soon as the walls I bought arrive we 
will rebuild the Tangier section of Luna 
Park and put in the real thing. 

**I visited most of the leading European 
theatres while I was away, and I find 
that the Iroquois Theatre fire has resulted 
in the bringing out of all of the ancient 
and modern appliances they have to insure 
safety.

IROQUOIS FIRE COMPLICATION. 


“ Mr. Blue Beard” Properties Were Eng- 
lish and in Lieu of Duty Bond Was 
Filed for Return. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—The United States 
Government has now become a party to the 
complications gruwing out of the Iroquois 
Theatre fire. A question of international 
law has developed and the discovery has 
been made that an English company and 
British fire insurance interests will suffer 
a large part of the financial loss instead 
of the New York theatrical firm of Klaw 
& Erlanger. 

“Mr. Blue Beard’’ was considered the 
most pretentious’ extravaganza ever sent 
on the road in America. The scenery, cos- 
tumes, and the greater portion of the elec- 


trical ‘effects were owned by the Drury 
Lane Company of London, England, They 
were leased by Klaw & Erlanger—not pur- 
chased. As a consequence, when the spec- 
tacular mass of light and color was brought 
to the United States for temporary use, a 
tond was filed with the Government guar- 
enteeing that the property would be ex- 
ported to its owners within a 
months. It is that bond that the claimants 
are now seeking to obtain from the 
Government. 

At the same time representatives of Klaw 
& Erlanger are engaged with equal indus- 
try in an effort to secure a release of the 
bond through proof that the property is 
now non-existent. The value of the scen- 
ery, wardrobe, and effects is variously esti- 
rated at from $40,000 to $60,000. The bond 
for its return was for $18,000. 


COLLEGE MAN AS A SOLDIER. 


Gen. Wheeler Praises Educated Fighter 
at Syracuse University Banquet. 


Gen. Joseph Wheeler told the New York 
alumni of Syracuse University at théir an- 
nual banquet at the Hotel Manhattan last 
night what a great fighter the college 
man is. 

‘We had a good test of our college men 
in the Spanish war,” said Gen. Wheeler.

A Swedish Play by Strindberg and an 
Italian by Mariani, Both in the 
Latest Manner—The Murray 
¢ Hill Again. 


Two foreign plays of very unusual inter- 
est swung into our horizon for a moment 
yesterday afternoon during the sixth mat- 
inée of the Sargent School of Acting, at the 
Empire Theatre. The qualities of both 
were somewhat obscured by the acting, 
which, while faithful and earnest, had 
scarcely the requisite keenness of psychol- 
ogy or dramatic intensity. But as to the 
interest of the two pieces there could be no 
question.

“The Stronger” is a bit of a one-act 
piece by August Strindberg, the brilliant 
and bizarre Swedish playwright who 
threatens to succeed Ibsen as the pet of the 
advance guard on the Continent. It is pre- 
sented in a capable translation by Edwin 
Bjorkman. The cast is limited to two wo- 
men, and only one of them speaks. . The 
other does a heavy thinking part, however. 
She has been the love of a man’s youth, the 
lady who does all the talking is his wife. 
The two meet in a café. At the rise of the 
curtain the wife does not know the past 
relationship between the other and her hus- 
band. There has always, however, been a 
certain distance in their attitude toward 
each other; and now an atmosphere of con- 
straint develops that, while it imposes 
silence on the one, goads the other to a 
flood of speech. It is random, half dis- 
tracted speech, and yet more intimate than 
thought. Little by little, as the wife talks 
on, things take form upon her tongue that 
have hitherto been not even in her mind— 
only vague, unrealized instincts. She divines 
all the other has meant in her husband’s 
life. His habits of mind he,has taken from 
the woman now mute, the phrases he uses, 
and the very dishes he prefers to eat. The 
wife herself, moreover, through ‘her hus- 
band, has come into the inheritance of the 
mute woman's individuality—the chocolate 
she is drinking in the café as they talk is 
a taste acquired from her by way of the 
busband. Her first feeling is of horror. of 
rage, almost of despair at the extent of the 
other’s influence in her husband's charac- 
ter. The mute woman watches every new 
phase of the wife’s agony out of eyes that 
are cold and dead, their light burned 
out by unhappy passions. But little by 
little the wife’s mood changes. She rea- 
lizes that whatever the man’s past may 
have been, his present is hers. Of the two 
who have unconsciously fought for sway in 
the man’s heart, the wife is the stronger.

““Conscience " is a two-act piece by Fred- 
erico Mariani, one of the school of Italian 
playwrights whose work is as normal and 
as wholesome as that of d’Annunzio is mor- 
bid and corrupt, and who are therefore 
heard of only on obscure occasions like 
the present or when a play of the leader of 
the school, Roberto Bracco, is given at the 
Irving Place Theatre. 

““Conscience”’ is a play with a theme, 
and the theme is the code that approves 
of a man who kills his wife on finding her 
in another man’s arms. The husband of 
the piece, having been acquitted of his 
crime, has spent his life in seclusion, a 
prey of melancholy but unrepentant. When 
the action begins, five years later, he finds 
himself in the precise position his wife had 
been in. The husband of the woman he 
has learned to love, however, is an open 
Lothario, and the wife, who is a bit of an 
Italian Ibsen lady, proposes that they fly 
together. But his conscience is rigid, and 
he goes off, apparently to-kill himself. 

The tendency of the play is to point out 
in terms of actual life the brutality of 
murdering the wife found in adultery, and 
incidentally, as it seems, to plead for 
greater candor and pity in dealing with 
such situations. It is a thrilling little play, 
written with great knowledge of the heart, 
great stagecraft, and some humor. It was, 
however, hopelessly beyond its interpreters 
of yesterday. 

The version used was an “ adaptation” 
by David Drummond, which, with unac- 
countable unintelligence, makes the profli- 
gate husband and the Ibsen wife English 
folk, while the man of monogamous con- 
science is an Italian. Such is the topsy- 
turveydom of “ adaptation.”

Mme. Ackte and Fran Naval Reach Here 
on 'the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse 
for the Metropolitan Opera. 


On the belated Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
which reached this port yesterday, came 
two singers for Mr. Conried’s metropolitan 
forces. They are Mme. Ackte, the young 
Finnish soprano, who has been so popular 
in Paris of late, and Fran Naval, the tenor. 
They will appear throughout the remainder 
of the operatic season. Only four réles are 
definitely scheduled for Mme. Ackte so far, 
They are Marguerite in “ Faust,”’ Elsa in 
“Lohengrin,” Elizabeth in “‘ Tannhauser,” 
and Juliet in “‘Romeo ana Juliet.” Her 
first appearance will be in “ Faust.”’ Later 
she may decide to sing in “ Pagliacci” anda 
‘‘La Traviata.’’

THE DRAMAIMR. GONRIED VICTORIOUS 


Wins Suit in Germany Against a 
Munich Writer. 


The Defendant to Pay a Small Fine, All 
the Costs, and for the Extensive 
Publication of the Judgment. 


MUNICH, Feb, 4.—The suit of Director 
Heinrich Conried of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company, New York, against Herr 
Conrad, a Munich writer, for an attack 
on the director as a result of his produc- 
tion of “ Parsifal,’’ was heard to-day. Herr 
Conrad's article was entitled ‘‘ The Robbery 
of the Grail.” 

Herr Conrad, in the course of his exam- 
ination before the court, justified his vio- 
lent language as being the result of the 
“moral indignation" which seized him, as 
a German and as a Wagnerian, when he 
heard of the New York production. 

Commercial Councilor von Gross of Bai- 
reuth, representative of the Wagner heirs, 
testified that the Wagner family had not 
received a cent from the Baireuth per- 
formances. All the receipts were devoted 
to paying the expenses of the festival plays. 
Frau Cosima Wagner was fighting solely 
from ideal motives. She had repeatedly 
refused millions, particularly from the 
United States, for permisison ta, produce 
“ Parsifal.” Attempts to give it there had 
failed for a long while, because of the im- 
possibility of securing an orchestra score 
except upon the personal pledge of the 
buyer not to produce the opera. 

it was only after Herr Schott, a music 
publisher of Mayence, had published a 
pocket edition, which, the witness said, 
Herr Conried reported he had bought in 
Berlin through an elevator boy, that the 
production in New York was rendered pos- 
sible. 

Herr von Possart, General Manager of 
the Royal Theatres at Munich, testified 


that Herr Conried said last Summer that 
if only five German managers could be 
found who would declare they would not 
produce “ Parsifal’’ until after 1913, when 
the copyright in Germany expired, he would 
abandon his plan of giving it in New 
York. 

Herr von Possart defended Herr Conried, 
who, .he saidgy had acted within the Amer- 
ican laws, and had only offended the senti- 
ment of reverence toward Wagner. He also 
defended the German singers who took part 
in the New York production, except those 
owing special obligations to Baireuth. Herr 
von Possart further declared that he meant 
to produce ‘ Parsifal’’ after the expira- 
tion of the copyright.

NATOR GORMAN SAYS 
ARMY 1S T00 LARGE 


Need Not Be Increased. 


Senators Lodge, Foraker, and Bailey in 
Lively Debate on Comparative 
Republican and Democratic 
Prosperity. 


Baws “ Special to The New York Times. 
= WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—This was a field 

@ay in. the Senate for stump speeches, of 
Nwhich there were a goodly number. Sena- 

Lodge presented a carefully prepared 
Omparison of Treasury statements de- 
Signed to show that the balance of trade 
» in favor of this country was destroyed by 

the Wilson tariff, and that the election of 

leveland in 1892 on a platform pledged 
Sto tariff reform started the period of finan- 
§ cial distress that ensued. Senator Gorman 
followed Mr. Lodge, as he did yesterday, 
and spoke with great force of the present 
responsibilities of the party in power. 

He pleaded the Statute of Limjtations 
fgainst the conditions that prevailed ten 
years ago, and said that the industrial 
conditions now were similar to those of 
1892, and that it was a time to economize. 
He condemned the maintenance of a large 
standing army and the enlargement of the 
navy, predicting that it, would get us into 
trouble. Any greater number of ships than 
might be required to maintain the ‘Monroe 
doctrine and protect American interests 
abroad, he pronounced unwise’ and menac- 
ing to the welfare of the country. 

Mr. Gorman, when he rose to speak, dis- 
claimed any intention to follow Mr. Lodge 
in comparing the Cleveland administration 
with others, for it could not be made fairly. 
Wet it was, he said, fair to say that Mr. 
Cleveland had been compelled to meet a 
condition in the Treasury so serious that 
a Republican Secretary of the Treasury had 
said that bankruptcy was threatened. 

Commenting on the present condition of 
the country’s finances, Mr. .Gorman- said 
that it was due to the immense expendi- 
tures made in preparation for war—$82,000,- 
000 last year for the navy and $118,000,000 
for the army, in a time of profound peace. 
He denied .that he had been an enemy of 
the upbuilding of the navy. On the con- 
trary, he would have a navy ample to 
guard American interests everywhere, But 
he had no idea of a navy to compete with 
that of Great Britain or Germany, because 
our conditions did not require such a navy. 
He did not want a navy for display, but 
for service. 

“IT want economy in it,’’ he said, and he 
called attention to the eftectual aid given 
to Venezuela during the Cleveland Admin- 
istration. “‘ We did that,’ he said, “‘at a 
cost of $16,000,000 a year, and now we pay 
$82,000,000 for a navy with which to threat- 
en Colombia.” He would reduce the expeq- 
ditures in the navy and he would scale the 
army down from 100,000 men, as now au- 
thorized, to 50,600. 

Mr. Gorman commended the removal of 
ovr fleet from the scene of trouble in the 
Orient by order of the President, saying 
the brave commander of the fleet would 
Jike to take part in any trou»le. It was 
rumored, he went cn, in high naval circles, 
that the United States was marching 
wround the globe with a chip on its shoul- 
der, with a taunt to Germany to knock it 
off. ; 

Senator Foraker made a characteristic 
political speech, quoting the Democratic 
Party platforms and pointing in detail to 
the figures cited by Senator Lodge to prove 
that under Republican administration and 
tariff legislation the present era of pros- 
perity had set in and was to continue. 

He announced his suport of the amend- 
ment to loan $4,600,000 to the St. Louis Ex- 
position, and expressed regret that the 
question should have been given a political 
hue. He expressed surprise at Mr. Gor- 
man’s remarks concerning the condition of 
the finances of the country at the close of 
the Harrison administration. Every one 
knew, he sali, that the country had en- 
joyed unprecedented prosperity in that ad- 
ministration, and until after the election of 
Mr. Cleveland in November the prosperity 
ef the country continued and the confi- 
dence of the people generally was supreme. 
He attributed the change in conditions to 
the election of Mr. Cleveland and a Demo- 
cratic Corgress, all pledged to repeal the 
McKinley law and give us an approach to 
free trade—a tariff for revenue only. The 
panic which culminated in 1893 began, he 
gaid, the morning after the election of 1892. 
It was then that bankers began to call ir 
their loans, importers to reduce their or- 
ders, and manufacturers to shorten their 
fay rolls. 

Replying to a question from Mr. Patter- 
son, Mr. Foraker said that strikes were to 


be expected under any administration ex- 
cept the Cleveland Administration, when 
the only strikes heard of were strikes on 
the part of men who were * striking out 
after a job.” ee 
Senator Bailey assailed the statistics that 
had been presented, and from the official 
figures of the Treasury Department showed 
that there had been larger balances of trade 
fn the favor of the United States during 
the years of the second Cleveland Adminis- 
tration than under the preceding Harrison 
‘Administration. He attributed the pros- 
erity of the country to good. crops and the 
ndustry of the people. ‘‘ Rain and sun- 
shine, and not the Dingley tariff, have made 
us rich,”’ he exclaimed, “‘and it is an im- 
piety to ascribe to a law what is the gift of 
God.” 
He declared that Mr. Foraker’s_ speech 
roved too much, and said that. Mr. Foraker 
Fad found it necessary to ‘‘ compare him- 
self with Wimself.’’ For instance, he said, 
he had shown that the prosperity of the 
country in. 1908 was much greater than in 
1902, notwithstanding the administration 
was the same. It was not true, he said, 
that the Democratic Party was the party of 
times. ‘‘ NO more calamity cry for

FOR THE NAVY $95,000,000. 


Admiral Dewey’s Construction Ideas 


Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Admiral Dewey's 
Suggestions in favor of heavy fighting ships 
for the navy prevailed to-day with the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs over 
the recommendation of the General Board, 
submitted by Secretary Moody. 

The Naval Appropriation bill was com- 
pleted by the committee after a hearing 
granted Admiral Dewey. It carries an ag- 
gregate appropriation of $95,000,000. The 
new ships authorized are one battleship, 
two armored cruisers, three scout cruisers, 
and two squadron colliers. ,The approprie- 
tion of $500,000 made last year for two sub- 


; marine boats was reappropriated, the boats 


to be purchased tn the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

This construction programme gives a total 
of 44,000 tons of heavy fighting ships, as 
compared with 62,000 tons last year. The 
heavy construction provided will cost $21,- 
750,000, while the lighter construction will 
bring the cost of the building programme 
up to $28,000,000. 

The recommendation of the General Board 
was for one battleship, one armored cruiser, 
three protected cruisers, four scout cruis- 
ers, and two colliers. The committee elim- 
inated entirely the three protected cruisers 
and one of the scout cruisers recommended 


by the board and added one armored cruis- 
er, in accordance with Admiral Dewey's 
advice. 

Provision was made for an armor plate fac- 
tory, to cost $4,000,000, which the Secretary 
of the Navy is authorized to construct in 
case he cannot secure armor from_private 
bidders at a reasonable price. For the 
Guantanamo (Cuba) naval station an ap- 
propriation of $365,000 was made, and for 
that .at Olongapo, P. I., $862,000 was au- 
thorized. : 

An addition of 3,000 men is authorized to 


the personnel of the navy. 


U. S. MARSHAL DISMISSED. 


Incompetence the Charge on Which Pres- 
ident Acted in Indian Territory— 
Deputies to Go, Too. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Acting upon the 
recommendation of the Attorney General, 
which was based upon an investigation of 
the charges against certain officials under 
the Department of Justice in the Indian 
Territory, the President has removed from 
office Benjamin F. Hackett, United States 
Marsnal of the Central District of the Ter- 
ritory. 

Hackett’s successor will be instructed not 
to retain as deputies Frank S. Genung, T. 
P. Hackett,. J. E. Emmert, H. F. Donathan, 
W. W. Wall, T. D. Smith, John A. Hunt, 
H, K. Wall, and J. T. Hackett, nor as jail 
physician Dr. M. C. Wilson. Marshal Col- 
bert of the Southern District will be direct- 
ed to dismiss Deputy Marshals George F. 
Gates and Oscar Wilkinson. The investiga- 
tion also resulted in the removal of Deputy 
Marshal J. C, C. Rogers and Constable H. 
L. Rogers of the Northern District. 

The charges’ against Marshal Hackett 


were incompetence and failure to punish 
his subordinates for misconduct,» particu- 
larly in permitting the escape of one Short, 
indicted for manslaugter, Deputies Ge- 
nung, T. P. Hackett, J. E. Emmert, and 
Jail Physician Wilson were the persons in- 
volved in this escape.

SALARIES OF CONGRESSMEN. 


Mr. Gillett’s Bill to Fix Pay at 87,500 
a Year Would Not Really In- 
crease Them Much,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4£—Mr. Gitett 
(Mass.) has introduced a bill in the House 
providing for fixing the annual compensa- 
tion of Senators and Representatives at 
$7,500, an increase of $2,500. To make up 
for this increase the bill repeals all laws 
allowing clerk hire, mileage, office rent, 
and so on. 

The effect of the passage of this bill 
would be to reduce the amount of money 
now drawn by Senators and Representatives 


from States that are distant from Wash- 
ington, and it would be of very little benefit 
to others. For clerk hire the sum of $1,200 
is now allowed, and for stationery $125. 
Add the mileage to those sums, and the pro- 
posed salary of $7,500 would not be much 
of an increase.

FIRST . CANAL PAYMENT 


Government Depository Banks 
Told to be Ready. 


$30,000,000 to be Withdrawn from Them 
Probably in Ten Days—No Disturb- 
ance of Money Market Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Secretary Shaw 
to-day sent the following letter to all 
rational bank depositories holding special 
Government deposits regarding prospective 
calls for funds on account of the Panama 
Canal purchase: 

“It seems probable that the Government 
will be called upon in the near future to 
pay $50,000,000 preliminary to the construc- 
tion of an interoceanic canal. In addition 
to this, there are outstanding approximately 

5,000,000 of United States bonds, which by 
their terms matured on Feb. 1, 1904, and 
Congress is considering a proposition to 
loan between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. To meet 
these probable demands it will be necessary 
to withdraw at least $30,000,000 from deposi- 
tory banks. 

“You are therefore requested to make 
immediate preparation for the payment, on 
demand, of 20 per cent. at New York. In 
the near future, possibly within ten days, 
you will be asked to transfer this amount 
to some one of the New York depositary 
‘banks, to be used in a settlement for the 
canal right of way. 

“If you desire to sell at once a portion of 
the securities now held by the Government 
against your deposit you will so inform thi& 
office, and arrangements will be made for 
the immediate transfer, so as to avdid ac- 
tual withdrawals from channels of trade. 

“The ‘department will surrender no 
United States bonds held as security for 
deposits with any bank until such bank has 
withdrawn all State and municipal bonds 
now held ag such security, but securities of 
the District of Columbia, Philippine Islands, 
and Hawaii will be retained, if desired.’’ 


Although Secretary Shaw’s announcement 
of the prospective withdrawals of Govern- 
ment deposits with the banks attracted in- 
terested attention In Wall Street yesterday, 
it did not cause any apprehension of a dfs- 
turbance in the money market. The ten 
days’ notice given by the Secretary was 
further commented upon as being likely to 
minimize the effect of the transfers and, 
beyond this, it was thought that when the 
ullumate payments wers made te. sto -«- 
holders in the Panama Canal Company the 
conditions prevailing would prevent more 
than a ripple on the surface of the financial 
situation. 

The President of one of the large down 
town national banks said of the matter: 

“I don’t look for any trouble at all, and 
hardly believe that we would know any- 
thing was happening if not immediately 
concerned in making the transfers.. There 


is on deposit in the national banks of the 
country about $166,344,119 of Government 
money, and of this agycoxtmesaty $36,899, - 
000° is ‘in New York banks. The call’ will 
bring therefore about .700,000 from coun- 
try banks into New York and will affect 
the transfer here of about $7,300,000 from 
depository banks to the institutions desig- 
nated as agents of Panama and of the 
shareholders in the matter. So far as the 
latter transaction is concerned, it will never 
be noticed, and the effect of the influx of 
money from outside, if any, will be to lower 
the rate of interest. . aed 

“‘As regards the ultimate payment, It is 
doubtful if it will cause any embarrass- 
ment, for a variety of reasons. In the first 
place it is Ikely that .some considérable 
proportion of the.stock in the Panama Com- 
pany is owned in the United States. Esti- 
mates vary on this point, some having it 
that as high as 50 or 60 per cent. is going 
to stay here. I think that from 40 to oo per 
cent. would be a fair estimate of the Amer- 
ican holdings. 

“However, with foreign exchange in its 
Pp epent cqndition = - prenelte. Seat the 

ority of money to aid out to foreign- 
ers will remain here to £e oh fin meeting 
other obligations or to find other invest- 
ment. The Panama payments afford inter- 
esting opportunity for the study of financial 
conditions, but I doubt if they have greater 
significance to us.” 

It was said yesterday that a number of 
institutions would probably become deposi- 
tories eventually for some portion of the 
money. The bulk of it will ss through 
the hands of J. P. Morgan & Co. as agents 
for the Panama Government, but it was be- 
lieved ‘that the private stockholders in the 
Panama Company would probably in a 
number of instances have representatives 
of their. own. 

The National City Bank, in a circular 
issued yesterday, said; 

‘There is naturally much interest in the 
effect which the transfer of $40,000,000 to 
the Panama Canal stockholders and §10,- 
000,000 to the Searsenas ss of the Panama 
Government will have ny our own money 
market. In this connection it is interesting 
to note the opinion which is held in finan- 
cial circles in Paris, that perhaps half the 
Panama Canal stock is now controlled b 
American interests, and the payment will 
therefore largely remain in this country." 


END OF CANAL FIGHT NEAR. 


Expectation Is That 24 Democratic Sen- 
ators Will Vote for the Pending 
Treaty with Panama. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4,—Leading Sen- 
ators on both side of the Chamber cherish 
the belief that they see the end of the long 
discussion of the Panama incident. They 
take the sending out of the ¢ircular to de- 
positary banks calling in 20 per cent. of the 
deposits for the purpose of paying the 
Panama Canal Company for their property 
and the Republic of Panama the $10,000,000 
for the concession of the canal strip as an 
indication that the ratification of the pend- 
ing treaty is a foregone conclusion. 

It is understood that the Democratic 
Senators will hold another caucus this week 
and come to some conclusion as to the 
language of the proposed resolution sug- 
gesting an indemnity to Colombia. They 
have agreed that there shall be no censure 
of the President int the resolution and that 
it shail allege no ground of complaint of 
Colombio, but simply make offer to consider 
the claim for indemnity. 

The two-thirds vote necessary for rati- 
fication will be easily obtained. The Dem- 
ocratic Senators who will vote against 
the treaty, as far as known definitely, are 
Bailey and Culberson of Texas, organ 
and Pettus of Alabama, Teller and Patter- 
son of Colorado, and Daniel of Virginia. 
Senator Martin, who voted with his col- 
league against the Hay-Herran ree, is 
claimed by the friends of the treaty. It is 
regarded as certain that twenty-four Dem- 
ocratic Senators will vote for the treaty, 
making the total vote eighty-one.

R. Fulton, Cutting, Chairman of the City 
Committee of the Citizens’ Union, yesterday 
made public the findings of ‘the City Com- 
mittee on a legislative programme for this 
Winter, and as a result of the deliberations 
of this committee the union will demand 
constitutional amendments to permit mu- 
nicipal ownership of all public utilities and 
also absolute home rule. The committee 
has been meeting regularly for the last 
three weeks, going over affairs; and now 
has framed its demand of the Legislature 
for the enactment of the constitutionat 
amendments for submission to the people. 

The municipal ownership amendmert, as 
proposed by the union, would give tho city 
power to own, operate, control, or leate its 
transportation facilities, the supply ot 
water, gas, and electricity, its docks, in- 
cluding warehousing, its sewers, bridges, 
and ferries. 

The home rule amendment proposed would 
restrict the Legislature from passing any 
laws interfering with the city’s autencm? 
in the above matters, except at the reqnest 
of or with the concurrence of -the Board of 
Aldermen or other city officials having 
charge of the city appropriations. 

The committee also reports that while it 
is not deemed wise to change the consiitu- 
tional provision limiting the city’s indcbted- 
ness to 10 per cent. of the assessed valua- 
tion of real estate in order to make posaiwle 
the carrying out of the policy embodied ia 
the constitutional amendments proposed, 
the indebtedness created for the dev-2lop- 
ment and acquirement of its water supply 
and docks, which are largely remunerntive, 
should be excluded from the computation 
of the city’s debt. . 

“In taking this action,” said Mr. Cutting. 
“the union is keeping well within the lines 
of the policy laid down by the Tilden Com-

Mayor McClellan Will Urge the Chelsea

Undiscouraged because the Low adminis- 
tration was unable to get the consent of 
the Federal authorities to the Chelsea dock 
improvement plan, Mayor McClellan and 
Dock Commissioner Featherson said yes- 
terday that they intend to bring the matter 
to the attention of Secretary of War Taft 
at an early date. They believe that, al- 
though Secretary Root approved the ad- 
verse findings of his Harbor Board, the new 
Secretary may be more favorably inclined 
toward the ideg 

Both Mayor McClellan and Dock Com- 
missioner Featherson agree with their pred- 
ecessors in office that this improvement 
must be made in order to retain the Cunard 
‘Line as a Manhattan docking company, and 
they also believe that the improvement 
would have the effect of bringing the Ham- 
burg-American Line over here from Hobo- 
ken, where they now have 1,000-foot piers. 
The Chelsea improvement contemplates the 
extension of every plier between Little West 


Twelfth Street and West Twenty-third 
Street, so that they will be at least 900-foot 
piers instead of 800-foot piers as now. 

“It is a matter of vast importance to the 
commercial interests of this city,” said the 
Mayor, “and all New Yorkers should unite 
to bring about the desired result. I can see 
no good reason why the authority to make 
the extension should be denied.” 


“ JOHN DOE” LOSES HIS WIFE. 


She Has Her Marriage to Fraudulent 
“Count de Sorentte ” Annulled. 


Henrietta Bailly, who on Jan. 15, 1896, 
became the wife of a man whom she be- 
lieved to be ‘“‘ August Marie Joseph, Count 
de Sorentte,’"’ a member of the French no- 
bility and the owner of a chateau at Ven- 
deuvre, France, had that marriage an- 
nulled in the Supreme Court yesterday. 

Miss Bailly, who is a daughter of Pierre 
Bailly, of 140 West Fourth Street, was 
wooed by the Frenchman for several 
months, and during that time he told her 
a very great deal about the greatness of 
his family and their large possessions. 
Soon after the marriage, however, ‘ Count 
de Sorentte’’ disappeared, and has not 
been heard of since by the members of the 
Bailly family.

HORSES FOR THE PRESIDENT | 


Six Arabian Stallions Arrive Here 
from Morocco. 


Gift of the Sultan to Mr. Roosevelt and 
His Family—Costly Caparisons 


° to Follow. 
? 


Six fine Arabian stallions arrived here 
yesterday on the steamship Hohenzollern, 
from Tangier, the gift of the Sultan of 
Morocco to President Roosevelt. One of 
the men in charge of the horses said that 
there was one for the President, one for 
Mrs. Roosevelt, and one each for four of 
the children. The trappings which go with 
the horses will arrive here on the steam- 
ship Deutschland when she returns from 
her trip to the Mediterranean. 

One year ago President Roosevelt sent 
the Sultan of Morocco, through Vice Con- 
sul Langermann, a horse, a mule, five dogs, 
and two goats. All of these animals were 
of the best stock the President could se- 
eure. The Sultan was greatly pleased with 
the gifts, and at once prepared a return 
present. The best saddlemakers were or- 
dered to make six of the finest saddles that 
their art allowed, and the masters of the 
Sultan's stables were told to select and 
break to saddle six. of the best horses in the 
stable. 

When the animals arrived yesterday they 
were in first-rate condition. Their quar- 
ters, in between decks aft, had been well 
padded. Vice Consul Langermann selected 
four men and two boys from his own serv- 
ants to take the horses from Fez' to the 
seaport town of Tangier. Special cars 
were provided for the journey, and right of 
way was given to the train, so that it 
might reach Tangier in time to catch the 
Hohenzollern. 

Once on the vessel, the horses were left 
under the charge of the baggagemaster, 
two sailors, and two Arabian horsemen. 
The Arabs were engaged for six months by 
the Vice Consul, and they expect to go to 
Washington with the horses and to look 
after them until the President and his 
family become acquainted with the ani- 
mals. Both men are of medium size, very 
dark, with black whiskers, and wear the 


fez and Jong robes, which are wrapped 
many times about them. They have a 
slight knowledge of English, and are very 
proud to think that they come from the 
service of the Sultan of Morocco to enter 
the service of the President of the United 
States. Their names are Mohammed Ben- 
jJelali and Shereff Rustici. 

Three of the horses are gray, two are 
fox colored, and the other one is white. 
All, with the exception of the latter, are 
of medium size, fine limbed, and with ver 
long hair and manes. The white one, whic 
is said to be for the President himself, is 
without a spot of any other color, and 
stands somewhat higher thdn the rest. It 
is about seven years old, and was formerly 
used by the Sultan. The other horses are 
three and four years old, and have never 
been used before. 

Mohammed Benjelali said that the saddle 
made for the President is the finest piece 
of work ever done in Morocco, and its 
value cannot be estimated. It is very 
heavy and made of leather, carved in Moor- 
ish design, and inlaid with gold, silver, and 
precious stones. He said that the igree 
of the horses, while unknown to him, was 
kept’ in Morocco, and that the ancestors of 
these horses for generations back were 
among the best blooded in the country. A 
letter, he said, which Consul Langermann, 
who is coming on the Deutschland, will 
bring himself, contains their names, which 
were given by the Sultan himself. 

At the Custom House it was said that a 
duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem would 
have to be mag on the horses, and an addi- 
tiona] $380 for each horse valued at. more 
than $150, if the horses are brought here 
for other than breeding purposes. 

This is the second time a President of the 
United States has received horses from a 
foreign ruler. In 1879 Gen. Grant reveived 
two milk-white Arabian stallions from the 
Sultan of Turkey. They were taken to 
Brightwood, near Washington, and later 
out West, but were never used for driving 
by Gen. Grant. 


ROGERS DEFENDS SCHOOL SITE. 


President Rogers of the Board of Edu- 
cation has sent a letter to Mayor McClellan, 
which was received yesterday, defending 
the action of the board's Committee on 
Sites in recommending the selection of the 
East Highty-ninth Street site for school 
purposes. This is the property which was 
assessed at $59,500, which Controller Grout 
declared recently in the Board of Estimate 
to be worth not more than $83,000, and for 
which the city is asked to pay $124,500. 

Mr. Rogers declares that the site in ques- 
tion is far better for school purposes than 
the property further down Avenue A, a 
block away. which the Controller said could 
be had for $117,000, although twice as large 
as the Eighty-ninth Street site. The latter 
site is wanted by President Rogers, why 
says it is more valuable for school pur- 
poses because of being on a side street, and 
also because the land is six feet above the 
level of Ayenue A. He also denied that 
Alderman Schappert is in any way inter- 
ested in the property, denying the state- 
ment made by one of the Controller’s ex- 
aminers. President Rogers asks that the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment give 
its assent to the site selected by te Board 
of Education. 


RESPONDENT HAS BROKEN NECK. 


Naomi Sherwood Boller, when she ap- 
peared before Justice Leventritt and a jury 
in Part II. of the Supreme Court yesterday 
was defendant in an action brought by 
William Newbold Boller for an absolute 
divorce, attracted considerable attention 


because of the fact fhat she is one of the 
few persons who have survived a broken 
neck. She received the injury while riding 
on horseback with her husband. 

Capt. T. E. Lawton of 140 Nassau Street 
is named in the suit, and he said yesterday 
that he’ was glad of it, because it would 

ve him the right to testify in Mrs, Boller’s 
efense, and make public the persecutions 
which. Mrs. Boller alleges she has been sub- 
jected to by her husband. The trial was 
not completed.

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-EINER’S ROUGHEST TRIP 


The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse De- 
- layed by Three Fierce Storms. 


Five of Her Ventilators Carried Away in 
a Hurricane and the Vessel 
Forced to Stop. 


After the longest and roughest voyage 
from Bremen to New York in her history, 
the big steamship Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grotse arrived at_her pier in Hoboken yes- 
terday none the worse for her battle with 
the elements, but coated with ice as a.re- 
sult of the intense cold she experienced on 
the last day of her run. Three storms 
‘were met on the way, and these were ac- 
companied by such high seas and such 
strong gales that the big vessel was almost 
two days behind her usual time, making 
the voyage in seven days, twelve hours, and 
twenty-three minutes from the outer mark 
ef Cherbourg Harber to the Sandy Hook 
Lightship. 

As the steamship yassed by the Cher- 
bourg breakwater one week ago Tuesday, 
she poked her black rose into a strong 
southwester, which cavsed much discomfort 
among the passengers. That night the wind 
increased in force and worked around to the 
west, piling up great head seas, some of 
which broke over the forward deck with 
terrific force. This storm lasted all Tues- 
day night, and was not left behind uatil 
after midday on Wednesday. : 

Thursday brought another blow, worse 
than that of the days before. Early in the 
afternoon the barometer fell suddenly, and 
soon a gale of seventy miles an hour was 
raging, bringing with it fierce squalls of 
snow and sleet, which froze to the rigging 
wherever it struck, and made it impossible 
for any one to go out of the cabin. So 
fierce were the seas that for almost a day 
the véssel ran at one-half her ordinary rate, 
logging but 248 knots. The vessel for the two 
days that this storm lasted rolled and 
pitched so that only the best seamen were 
able to appear at the table in the saloon, 
and the ship’s doctor was kept busy mak- 
ing his round of seasick passengers. 

The gale finally broke on Saturday, and 
the sea calmed once more, but in less than 
twenty-four hours the elements again 
broke loose, and so badly did the vessel 
act that most of the passengers remained 
in their bunks, for fear of being thrown 
down and injured. Toward midnight a 
full-sized hurricane developed. At first it 
came from the west, but in a few minutes 
it turned off to the southwest, and for the 
next three hours the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse faced the worst weather she has 
ever met. When the blow started all of 
the movable things on deck had been made 
fast, but the big ventilators, which can 
stand almost any weather, were left out. 
When the hurricane reached its height five 
of these big iron cylinders were carried 
gpway. The first to go crashed to the deck 
with a sound that made all of the passen- 
gers think the ship had been struck by an- 
other. One after the other the ventilators 
were torn away, and all but one carried 
over the side and lost. 

For an hour the steamship faced the 
blow, and then Capt. Cuppers ordered his 
vessel hove to, to await the passing of the 
gale. The passengers could not sleep be- 
cause of the pounding of the sea on the 


decks, and when Capt. Cuppers said yes- 
terday that he had had but fourteen hours’ 
sleep during the entire voyage, many de- 
clared that they had not had as much. 
Monday morning at length dawned, and 
with it came a calmer sea and decreasing 
wind. The vessel then made good time to 
port, and, though the air was very cold, 
all of the passengers enjoyed that last 
three days of the trip. 

Passengers on the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse told of one woman passenger who 
tried her luck in the smoking room with 
the card players,-and who lost considera- 
ble of her money. She was in on every 
pool, they said, and was’ always eager to 
get into the card games; but on every oc- 
casion she lost. 


TRIP OF THE OCEANIC. 


Liner Lost Twenty Feet of Railing in 
Struggle with Huge Head Seas. 


The White Star Line steamship Oceanic 
reached her pier last night shortly after 
dark, more than a day overdue because of 
the very bad weather cxperienced during al- 
most the entire trip from Liverpool. Many of 
the passengers who are old sailors said on 
Janding that they had never before passed 
such an uncomfortable trip, the sea having 
prevented them during almost the entire 
voyage from going on deck. On Sunday 
night the vessel passed through the hurri- 
cane, which was reporied by other vessels 
which arrived yesterday from Europe. 

The Oceanic did not reduce her speed, but 
continued to plow through the great head 
seas which rolled at her and piled over her 
from time to time. Shortly after midnight 
on Monday one great mass of water that 
the sailors describe as a ‘ grandfather’”’ 
struck the vessel, almost submerging her. 
It tore away twenty feet of the starboard 
railing forward, throwing it against the 


cabin with such force that it made a sound 
like the boom of a great gun, and seemed as 
though it would carry away the deckhouse. 

J. Bruce Ismay, Chairman and Managing 
Director of the White Star Line, was a 
passenger on the vessel. ,He was met by 
Clement A. Griscom, the President of the 
International Mercantile Marine Company, 
and Clement A. Griscom, Jr., Manager of 
the American Line. Mr. Ismay will make 
an inspection of the Dominion Line, run- 
ning from Boston to the Mediterranean, 
which was recently taken over by the 
White Star Company. He was asked con- 
cerning the rumored changes in the Ship 
Trust and about the rumored resignation 
of President Griscom, but he denied all 
knowledge of the subjects. 

Gen. McCoskry Butt. who returns from 
a trip to Germany, said many officers were 
securing leave, and in case of war between 
Russia and Japan would be found fighting 
with Japan.

By the explosion of a water-back in the 
kitchen of James Guthrie, at 143 Ferry 
Street, Jersey City Heights, yesterday, Mrs. 
Guthrie was severely injured and the kitch- 
en wrecked. Mrs. Guthrie made a fire in 
the kitchen range and was pouring water 
into a kettle when there was an explosion. 
The range was shattered and pieces of iron 
were blown in all directions. One of the 
pieces struck Mrs. Guthrie in the right 


hand, lacerating it badly. She was knocked 
down by the force of the explosion, and 
was found lying on the floor by her hus- 
band. The explosion is attributed to the 
freezing of the pipes leading to the water- 
back, which prevented the escape of the 
steam.

AGAINST SCHOOLS IN PARKS. 


President Van Rensselaer of the Public 
Education Association, Appeals to 
the Mayor. 


The Public Education Association yes- 
terday sent a letter to Mayor McClellan, 
asking him to withdraw his support from 
the project to erect temporary school build- 
ings in the public parks to relieve the 
present overcrowding in‘the schools, The 
letter was as follows: 


Dear Sir: The Exscutive Council of this asso- 
cjation, organized under the Regents of the State 
of New York especially to further and to safe- 
guard the interests of ths school children of 
Manhattan and the Bronx, instructs me to peti- 
tion most earnestly that you will not favor the 
proposal to erect temporary school buildings in 
some of the parks of the city. 

While ic is a matter of gr2at importance that 
every child in New York shall be given full-time 
instruction in the schools, practically no child 
is now entirely excluded from them, and the 
half-time classes which now receive some of the 
youngest serve their needs more adequately than 
is gencrally understood. 

The erectior of temporary school buildings on 
park sites, we believe, would most probably mean 
their retention in permanent use. In any case 
@ most unfortunate precedent would be set, for 
it is only by means of unremitting and earnest 
efforts on the part of the public that the parks 
have hitherte been preserved for the uses they 
are intendec to serve, well-intentioned persons 
constantly desiring to have portions of them de- 
voted to ends which, however desirable in them- 
selves, would involve a lessening of the utility 
of the parks as such. 

The preservation of every foot of the parks, 
and especially of the smaller ones, in the crowd- 
ed parts of the city, appears to your petitioners 
even more essential to the welfare of the chil- 
dren of New York than the immediate accommo- 
dation of every child in full-time classes at 
school, Therefore we beg that -the proposal 
aforesaid may not receive’your support. Very

SCHOOL CLEANERS IN DEMAND. 


Supply on Civil Service List Exhausted 
—Experimenting on System. 


Henry M. Devoe, Supervisor of Janitors 
under the Board of Education, is unable to 
obtain cleaners for the schools, which the 
Committee on Care of Buildings, in re- 
sponse to a request made by the last Civil 
Service Commission, has chosen for experi- 
menting with the new system of hiring 
janitors’ assistants. 

The new system requires that assistants 
be appointed from lists prepared by the 
Civil Service Commission. These lists are 
now exhausted, and President McCooey 
has promised to hold new examinations for 
men and women cleaners in order to (pre- 
pare new ones. The schools that are being 


experimented with are the Morris High 
School, Public School No. 188, the Curtis 
High School in Richmond, and Public 
School No. 17 of the same borough. Mr. 
Devoe fears that it will be necessary to 
hire any cleaners he can get for the present 
in order to keep the schools open. 


EASTMAN TWICE INDICTED. 


Bill Found for Attempted Murder and 
the “ Monk” May Get a Twenty- 
five-Year Sentence. 


The Grand Jury yesterday filed two in- 
dictments against ‘‘Monk’’ Eastman, 
otherwise known as William Delaney, who 
had been locked in the West Fifty-fourth 
Street prison since Monday last, when he 
was arrested, after a pistol fight, charged 
with attempting to rob a man in Forty- 
second Street. 

Inspector McClusky of the Detective Bu- 
reau heard that Eastman had attempted 
to kill a young man named Harry Lewis 
two.weeks ago at First Street and Second 
Avenue by firing two shots at Lewis. Yes- 
terday the Inspector took Lewis before the 
Grand Jury and this shooting story was 
told. On the strength of it the Grand Jury 
acted under a recently amended law which 
provides a penalty of twenty-five years’ im- 
wrisoninent for attempted murder, After 
ndicting Eastman in that court the Grand 
Jury listened to the story told by the 
Pinkerton detectives and the oihers who 
figured in thp shooting.episode in Forty- 
second Street on Monday. lor the part he 
took in that affray Kastman was indicted 
for assault in the first degree. 

After being removed to the Tombs East- 
man declared that the police were bent on 
‘“‘sending him up the river’”’ this time, but 
he thought he would be able to beat them 
cut with the aid of a good lawyer. 


MUST KEEP BOY IN STATE. 


Court Rules on Movements of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. L. J. Smith’s Son Pending 
Separation Suit. 


Mrs. Arthur L. J. Smith of Brooklyn, who 
is suing for a separation on the ground 
that her husband is inordinately and un- 
bearably jealous of her, and has a too 
fiery temper, and who on Wednesday had 
a lively dispute with him in the Pennsylva- 
nia Station in Jersey City over the cus- 
tedy of their nine-year-old boy, was or- 
Jered by Supreme Court Justice Leventritt 
yesterday not to take the child from the 
jurisdiction of the covrt. 

L. L. Delafield, Mr. Smith's attorney, 
told Justice Leventritt that the reason Mrs. 
Smith's departure with the boy on Wednes- 
day had been interferred with was that it 
was suspected that she intended to remove 
him from the jurisdiction of the court, 
which a few days ago decided how the lad’s 
time should be divided between the quar- 
reling parents. That was denied by A. H. 
Hummel, Mrs. Smith's counsel. 

A supplementary order signed yesterday 
directed that Mr. Smith should have cus- 
tody of the boy during school hours and 


between the hours of 3 and 6 o’clock each 
‘day, and also on Saturdays, Sundays, and 
other holidays. Mr. Smith remains at his 
residence, 110 Prospect Park West, and 
his wife is living at the Hotel St. George, 
Brooklyn. 

Mr. Smith will appeal to-day from the 
order requiring him to pay her $50 a week 
alimony.

EXODUS 
Seek Refuge in-New Jersey from 
Prosecution Here. 


Post Office Inspecto# Interferes with 
Plans and Profits by Ordering 
Mail Held Up. 


The District Attorney’s war on_ the 
money-loan sharks was continued yester- 
day, with the result that scores of money- 
to-loan-on-salary concerns packed up and 
moved out of New York, leaving word that 
they would be found doing business in New 
Jersey, where they believed they were safe 
from prosecution on usury charges. At 
least a dozen county detectives were out 
with warrants, but when they went to'make 
the arrests they found the shark offices in 
the big down-town buildings deserted, and 
were informed of the wholesale removals 
to Jersey City. 

Some of those who moved sent out circu- 
lars notifying borrowers that they had sus- 
pended business temporarily, but would re- 
ceive installment payments due on loans 
through the mails. To-day they will learn 
that Post Office Inspector Boyle has taken 
action in the matter with a view to stop- 
ping them from using the mails. He has 
issued orders to hold up all letters ad- 
dressed to the so-called loan corporations, 
with instructions to hold such mail until 
the person applying for it shall prove that 
he or she is entitled to receive it. This will 
give the District Attorney’s office an op- 
portunity to get at the heads of the con- 
cerns. So far there are ten cases pending 
in the courts. 

““A peculiar thing happened to-day,” said 
Assistant District Attorney Kresel. “A 
man who wanted to make a monthly pay- 
ment of $6 on a loan of $24, which«he had 
obtained from Mitchell & Co., and for which 
he was to pay back $386, went to Mitchell 
& Co.'s offices and found that the firm had 
moved. A man near the office door eyed 
him suspiciously and then asked him what 
he wanted. He said that he had come to 
pay over $6 due to Mitchell & Co. ‘ That's 
all right,’ said the man at the door, ‘go 
right up to the District Attorney's office 
and pay it to Mr. Kresel,’ Of course the 
man at the door thought that I had sent 
the stranger to get evidence for another 
raid on Mitchell & Co., against whom we 
have a case pending. 

“The stranger, who did not understand 
the situation, came here and handed the 


$6 to me, as he was told. When I smiled 
and gave him a receipt for the money he 
wanted to know more about it. I told him. 
I will accept all payments that come my 
way for use as evidence against the sharks, 
but this is the first I have received." 


TO RELIEVE BRIDGE CROWDS. 


Commissioner Best Will Submit Plan 
Within Two Weeks. 


Bridge Commissioner George E. Best said 
yesterday that of the many plans consid- 
ered by him during the last month for the 
relief of congested conditions at the Brook- 
lyn Bridge three seemed worthy of special 
notice and would be laid before the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment within the 
next two weeks. 

The Commissioner would not go into de- 
tails about any of the plans, except to say 
that they would probably be perfected and 
laid before the public.on or about March 1. 
However; it is generally understood that 
the best-lfked plan, which is believed to 
have the support of Chief Engineer O. F. 
Nichols, is a revision of the old Martin 
plan of constructing an elevated track up 
Centre Street, so that the elevated bridge 
trains could go up that way, and then fol- 
low ‘the Delancey Street extension to the 
Williamsburg Bridge. By taking this plan 
and effecting connections on the Brooklyn 
side, a belt line would be effected, and 
with cars and trains running in both direc- 
tions, it is believed that ample transporta- 
tion facilities could be afforded. for all 
Brooklyn residents. 

The plan has been laid before the Mayor 
in a general way, and will have to come 
before the Board of Estimate arid Appor- 
tionment because of the amount of money 


involved. When the expense of the relief 
lan ae referred to the Mayor yesterday 
e said: 

“It will be expensive; but it has been 
my experience since Mayor that everything 
for the benefit of this big city costs money.’ 


THE CHOICE OF ELECTORS. 


Republican Leaders Against Chang- 
ing the Method Now Employed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 4.—The plan to elect the 
Presidential Electors of the State of New 
York by Congressional Districts this Fall 
instead of by the State at large, though 
generally discussed here with much interest, 
has not been seriously considered by the 
Republican leaders, according to Gov, Odell. 

Most Republicans here believe that the 
plan would not work out with signal ad- 
vantage to the Republican Party. It was 
declared that to go before the voters other- 
wise than to the people as a whole would be 


a confession of weakness on the part of the 
party. 

It is declared, on the other hand, that the 
Republicans could afford much better than 
the Democrats 4o elect or cause the election 
of Electors to be by districts, for some of 
the up-State districts could not possibly be 
brought into the Democratic column, 
whereas very few of the districts as now 
laid out are so absolutely Democratic that 
the Republicans have not a fighting chance.

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MORTGAGE RECORDING TAX | 


The Bostwick Bill Indorsed by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Tax Statistics by Counties—Restriction 
on Foreign Vessels Trading Between 
This Country and the Philip- 
pines Opposed. 


The Committee on State and Municipal 
Taxation of the Chamber of Commerce at 
the regular meeting of the Chamber yes- 
terday brought in a report through its 
Chairman, George F. Seward, indorsing the 
Bostwick bill te lay a recording tax on 
mortgages made after July 1 of 1% per 
cent. 

The report called attention to the fact 
that the Chamber, while haying gone on 
record in favor of abolishing mortgage 
taxation, had at the same time in 1902 and 
1908 recorded: its opinfon that as a compro- 
mise measure it did not oppose the mort- 
gage tax proposition. The report further 
argued that the State was now committed 
to the $100,000,000 canal improyement 
project, for which bonds were to be issued 
for terms of not over eighteén years, the 
interest to be met by direct taxation, al- 
though the amendment to the Constitution 
wow before the Legislature would permit 
the payment out of moneys derived from 
indirect taxation. The report continued: 


Before this amendment can be submitted to the 
ple, it must again receive the approval of the 
gislature at its session one year hence. There 
is no reason to doubt that the slature will 
again approve it, and that the people will ratify 
eee amendments at the election of November, 


The revenue to be derived by the State from 
the mortgage recording fee has been estimated 
at $2,500,000 a year. Under the Bostwick bill this 
would go to the State. If so used it would pro- 
vide, haps, five-sixths of the money needed 
os defray the interest on $100,000,000 pf canal 


It will be necessary, however, under the terms 
of the Constitution to provide also a sinking 
fund to retire the canal bonds. As no bonds can 
be issued to run more than eighteen years, the

MINORITY EDUCATION REPORT. 


Grady Says Majority Bill Brings Schools 
Into Politics. 


ALBANY, Feb. 4—The report and bill 
of the minority of the special joint com- 
mittee on educational unification to-day 
was presented in the Senate by Senator 
Grady. The report deplores the resort to 
partisan division at the end of the special 
committee’s labors, and declares that prior

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MR. ROOT’S TRIBUTE. 

No man who either heard or has read 
Eurnu Roor’s speech at the Union 
League Club will call in question his en- 
tire loyalty to President RooSEVELT, 
from whose Cabinet he has just re-/| 
tired. Nor will any one deny that the 
ex-Secretary has the full courage of 
his loyalty. It cannot be said, of course, 
that in his home city of New York Mr. 
ROOSEVELT would find himself, as Mr. 
BRYAN said he found himself, “‘in the | 
enemy’s country.” But it is understood, 
to put it mildly, that there is in this city, 
especially among Republicans, a consid- 
erable distrust of the President’s steadi- | 
ness and sobriety of judgment. That 
sentiment Mr. Root openly challenged 
and reproved. He counted it one of 
the greatest privileges of his life, “ when | 
our lamented President MCKINLEY was 
carried away, to have been able to stand 
by and hold up the hands of his true 
and loyal successor, THEODORE RooseE- 
VELT.” He continued: 

Men say he is not safe! He is not safe for | 
the men who wish to prosecute selfish | 
schemes for the public’s detriment. He is 
not safe for the men who wish the Govern 
ment conducted with greater reference to 
campaign contributions than to the public 
good. He is not safe for the men who wish 
to drag the President of the United States 


into a corner and make whispered arrange- 
ments which they dare not have shown by 
their constituents. 

In the opinion of the ex-Secretary of 
War Mr. Roosevz tT is an eminently safe 
President. “I say to you that he has 
been during these years since President 
McKINLEY’s death the greatest conserva- 
tive force for the protection of property 
and our institutions in the City of Wash- 
ington.” Evidently mindful of the fact 
that it is precisely in respect to this 
quality of conservatism that the great 
business interests of New York have 
their doubts, Mr. Roor explained a lit- 
tle: 

There is a better way to protect property, 
to protect capital, and to protect great en- 
terprises than by the buying of legislators. 
There is a better way to deal with labor 
and keep it from rising into the tumult of 
unregulated and resistless mobs than by 
starving it or by buying or corrupting its 
leaders. There are some things to be 
thought of besides the speculations of the 
hour. There is the great onward march of 
American institutions, the development of 
our social system, the underlying faith and 
trust of our people in the laws under which 
they live. And the man in the chair of the 
Chief Magistrate of this great people, Presi- 
dent not merely of you and me, but of all 
the eighty millions in the land, is charged 
under his high responsibilities so to ad- 
minister the law that it shall have the con- 
fidence and respect of the people who have 
made it. 

It would be an ungracious task to sub- 
mit Mr: Roor’s eulogy to the test of anal- 
ysis phrase by phrase, yet we suppose the 
language he used about Mr. RoosEvELT 


ety used about any of the Presidents. 
An ex-member of the Cabinet of any of 
Mr. ROOSEVELT’sS predecessors, possessed

ward, forcible expression, would upon a 
Similar occasion have spoken in about 
this way. It is the familiar language of 
eulogy, and while it gives convincing 
proof of the ex-Secretary’s loyal] attach- 
ment, its effect in removing distrust of 
the President will depend largely upon 
the individual attitude of the hearer or 
reader. 

Mr. Root wishes to convince New York 
that the President is a faithful yet con- 
servative upholder of the law. That is 
the heart and meaning of his discourse. 
It is also the point in dispute. The men 
of the railreads and great combinations 
are told, not specifically by Mr. Root, 
but by the President’s friends all and 
several, that the law compelled him to 
bring the action against the Northern 
Securities Company. His respect for the 
law was the motive of his action. The 
question is instantly suggested, if Mr. 
ROOSEVELT is so punctilious about the 
anti-trust law, why did he so roughly 
override the pubiic law, the supreme law 
of the land, our treaty with Colombia? 
“We shall have the canal,” said Mr. 
Roor, but he forbore to enter into a de- 
tailed defense of the Panama transac- 
tion. How could he in an address de- 
scribing Mr. ROOSEVELT as a conserva- 
tive President? The “constructive re- 
cess” raises a further question. Is 
there any law for that? Does that sub-

THOSE JAPANESE CRUISERS. 
Every American who remembers our 
false alarms six years ago must be re- 
minded of the hopes and fears with 
which we were wondering about the 


; Progress of the Oregon by the announce- 


ments of the progress of the two cruis- 
ers bought at Genoa by Japan, and re- 
named the Kesage and the Nyasshin. 
Really, the case is more analogous to 
that of the two cruisers we bought out of 


| British shipyards, and renamed the New 
| Orleans and 


the Albany. There was 
doubt about those purchases, as there is 
now some doubt about the Japanese 
purchases, whether they would arrive in 
time “to get into the game.” In our 
case, as everybody remembers, we only 
half succeeded. The New Orleans was 
duly delivered in time to do excellent 


| service, but the Albany remained in the 
| British shipyard until the close of the 


war. In the case of the Oregon, which 
was our own ship by right of construc- 
tion and not of purchase, we all know 
how the doubt was resolved. But we re- 
member the suspense while it remained, 
a suspense beguiled by one judicious na- 
val officer in Washington who, being 
asked by a correspondent whether he 
was not afraid the Oregon would fall in 
with the whole of Admiral Oprvpra’s 
squadron, cheerfully made answer: ‘‘ No, 
I’m afraid she won't.” 

As to the Japanese ships which left Ge- 
noa with British crews aboard, and under 
the British merchant ensign, followed by 
British naval benedictions on Jan. -10, 
they arrived at Singapore Feb. 2, and 
had still some twenty-five hundred nau- 
tical miles to travel before reaching 
“their nearest home port,” which would 
probably be Nagasaki. It is 1,440 miles 
from Singapore to Hongkong, which is 
the only port they would be likely to 
make in the Pacific, and where they 
would be likely to coal if everything 
were quite convenient. But, if war should 
be declared before they reach it, it is to 
be supposed that a friendly “ tip” would 
meet them outside, warning them not to 
enter and subject the authorities of the 
port to the painful necessity of detaining 
them until the war should be over. After 
that, they would apparently be fairly se- 
cure from any Russian attempts to in- 
tercept them. Whether they would be 
lawful prizes if the Russians did inter- 
cept them may be a nice question, since, 
though undoubtedly fighting ships, they 
are manned by neutrals and noncomba- 
tants. But if Russia intercepted them 
she would at least be able to “ neutral- 
ize”? them for the purposes of this war. 
Wherefore it is to be expected that the 
Japanese will endeavor to postpone the 
declaration of war until this valuable 
naval reinforcement is available, 


FACTS ABOUT THE PARCELS POST. 

There is in various States of the Union 
an organization calling itself ‘The Postal 
Progress League.” Its apparent object 
is to promote the extension of the Postal 
Service of the United States over as large 


| an area and into as many new fields as 


possible, with especial favor to advertis- 
ing publications and the carrying of 
merchandise. We do not quarrel with 
this purpose. Any number of citizens 
who choose have a right in this country 
to advocate such policies for the Govern- 
ment as will best serve their own inter- 
ests. And they cannot be restrained 
from doing so in the professed service of 
the public interests. The Government 
has set a precedent in the protective 
tariff which is bound to breed al] sorts 
of schemes on the same lines, and spe- 
cial freight business is quite as consist- 
ent with the principles of pur Govern- 
ment as is taxing competition. Neverthe. 
less, it is the duty of those who think 
that the later demands for the use of the 
power and the money of the Government 
for private profit are wrong steadily to 
oppdse and expose attempts to increase 
that use. 

We publish in another column a letter 
of the Second Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral examining some of the statements 
of the Postal Progress League as to par- 
cels post terms made by the British Gov- 
ernment for service in this country. We 
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letter, The gubstance of it is that the 
league had gaid that an American ex- 
press company had contracted with the 

British Government to carry. packages 
of eleven pounds from New York to San 
Francisco for 25 cents, whereas the real 
rate is 72 eents, and this is paid for 
any package to any point in this country 
outside of New York, Jersey City, or Ho- 
boken. As the Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral very pertinently remarks: “It is 
quite likely that if any prominent mer- 
charft, manufacturer, or fruit grower in 
this country desired to make the same 
arrangement with either one of the ex- 
press companies it could be done.,’”’ 

But, we shall be told, if the express 
companies can profitably make such 
terms, the United States Government 
could do the same thing, Well, it could 
not, for the reason that the United States 
Government is not and cannot be or- 
ganized to carry on private business 
profitably at the rates obtained in pri- 
vate business. In an article in the Feb- 
ruary number of The North American 
Review, ex-Representative E, F. Loup, 
for many years the Chairman of the 
Post Office Committee in the House, 
makes the following statement: 

We have a striking example for compari- 
son in the money order business. The Gov- 
ernment and the express companies charge 
substantially the same rates. The Govern- 
ment nets a large loss. I assume the ex- 
press companies make a profit, or they 
would discontinue the business, I do not 
overlook the fact that the printed reports 
give a large profit on the money order 
business; it can be demonstrated, however, 
that only a portion of the expense attend- 
ing the conduct of the business is consid- 
ered, 

It is said by those who advocate the 
parcels post in this country that it is 
carried on in France, Germany, and 
Great Britain without loss. If that were 
so it would not follow that it could be 
carried on here without loss, for the con- 
ditions are very different. Population 
there is denser, distances are shorter, Ag 
@ matter of fact it has never been shown 
that the business there is really carried 
on without loss. Mr, Loup says that he 
has been credibly informed that, so far 
as England is concerned—and that is the 
only country that attempted to find the 
cost—so long as a sepdrate account was 
kept of the service, it was found to be 
conducted at a considerable loss “and 
the only way in which it could be held to 
be a great success was to quit bookkeep- 
ing.” That, we suspect, is the only way 
in which the parcels post can be recom- 
mended to the sober business sense of the 
people of the United States. 


THE CLOSED THEATRES, 

It is a cause for congratulation that 
the Mayor did not find in New York 
more than six theatres in such condition 
as to make it necessary or desirable to 
close them in the public interest. This 
shows, we think, that most of the man- 
agers are honestly desirous of meeting 
the reasonable requirements of the de- 
partments to which the Mayor looks for 
advice as to his official action, 

The Iroquois fire was an object lesson 
which cannot have failed to impress the 
managers of theatres even more deeply 
than it did the Mayors and Commission- 
ers of cities. Those not impressed by it 
to the extent of feeling and manifesting 
an eager desire to put their houses in as 
good order as possible are probably 
those who have found the business un- 
profitat’e and are not averse to follow- 
ing a line of policy which will relieve 
them of the responsibilities of their 
leases. It is quite possible that some of 
thé theatres now closed were business 
mistakes and have had an experience of 
unsuccess discouraging those owning or 
leasing them from incurring the heavy 
expense of complying with the require- 
ments of the loca] ordinances as at pres- 
ent enforced. It is difficult to imagine 
any other reason than this for failure to 
make even a show of compliance with 
the orders issued under the general pow- 
ers of the Board of Health for the pro- 
tection of life and health. These consid- 
erations might apply even to houses 
where at the moment what are under- 
stood to be successes are in progress. If 
the public want these plays they will be 
resumed elsewhere. Plays not financial 
successes are unfortunately numerous,

THE CAR-STOP ORDINANCE. 

The apparent reluctance of the Board 
of Aldermen to rescind the new car-stop 
ordinance in obedience to a very em- 
phatic and unanimous public demand 
makes it of interest to inquire who is 
benefited by this delay in undoing a 
foolish action. A satisfactory answer to 
this question is not easily found. It was 
not originally assumed that the street 
railroad companies wanted it. They said 
they did not, and it requires no very 
close reasoning to discover that it puts 
them to delay in several ways, especially 
at the crossings of streets occupied by 
double-track lines of surface cars. No 
apparent advantage could result to them 
from the new rule; and if their influence 
is employed to delay rescinding action on 
the part of the Aldermen it must be be- 
cause they are desirous that the public 
shall have enough experience of the re- 
sult of municipal regulation of surface 
ear lines to suggest a doubt as to the 
adyantages of municipal ownership, 

Or perhaps the Aldermen are coy and 
wait to be coaxed. It is not a matter in 
which they probably expect to be clubbed 
into activity, and the sensation of being 
Fleaded with may be one they would 
like to experience. This is even less 
likely to happen than the clubbing. The 
result of delay will be to cause the sane 
and norma]! citizen to think of the Board 
of Aldermen with contempt and to speak 
of it in the customary formula of male- 
diction. yuat how this will benefit the 
members or promote their happiness does 
not appear aj first glance. However, 
there } things about the Board 
of the average man does

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not understand, and to add another to the 
list will not complicate the subject.

MUSIC AT COLUMBIA. 

It will be interesting for those who he- 
lieve in the teaching of music in the 
universities to see just what suggestions 
Prof, MacDOWELL submitted to the au- 
thorities of Columbia University for the 
improvement of his department of mu- 
sic. He has been Professor of Music 
there for eight years, though not a 
member of the Faculty; he has been dis- 
satisfied with the results achieved under: 
the prevailing methods; he has formu- 
lated a plan for their improvement, 
which has been rejected, and Prof. 
MacDow3 .u is moved to resign. The in- 
cident brings up the question of what 
the place of music is in a university 
course, As it is taught in the larger 
institutions of learning at present it is 
chiefly devoted to the practical side of 
music, and to the more practical side 
of thé theory. The object has been 
generally avowed to be the training of 
composers or of music teachers, 

Under such circumstances it is not 
surprising that there should be, as Prof. 
MacDowe.u found there was, a “ pau- 
city of material” in his ¢lasses. He 
himself is a musician of great learning 
and accomplishment, and a composer of 
imaginative power; but it is not sur- 
prising that would-be composers, pian- 
ists, and teachers should prefer to get 
their training for their profession at 
places where music is more of a specialty 
than it is at Columbia University. Prof, 
MacDowELL, as quoted in our columns 
yesterday, seems to desire for the de- 
partment of music a much wider scope, 
a much more direct influence on the gen- 
eral culture that it is the business of 
a university to bestow; and he is right. 
College graduates, so far as general cul- 
ture is concerned, are barbarians, he 
declares; and he would have music be- 
come a part of the general culture that 
makes men civilized. 

That is, in truth, how a musical de- 
partment in a university should be val- 
uable. It should do a service for music 
similar to that which the literary de- 
partments do for literature. It should 
make knowledge of music a part of an 
educated gentleman’s equipment; it 
should make the great composers stand 
side by side with the great poets and 
dramatists and essayists; it should make 
their place in history, their influence 
upon art, the elements of beauty, and 
the aesthetic significance of their works 
as important to know as the correspond- 
ing things in literature. Why skould it 
not be as much a matter of mortifica- 
tion for a man with a claim to culture 
to acknowledge ignorance of BEETHOVEN 
and ScHUMANN and their works, as of 
SHAKESPEARE and Keats and theirs? 
Prof. MacDOWELL seems to hold to such a 
view of the functions of a university mu- 
sical department. If the plan he suggested 
to Columbia University involved its adop- 
tion, it is a thousand pities it found no 
favor. It might be revolutionary, but 
it would probably make for a higher 
standard of culture, and Prof. MacDow- 
BLL is not alone in thinking that this 
is what Columbia needs. 


A LOOKED-FOR TIME. 

I look for the time when the Philippines 
shall assume substantially the same rela- 
tion to us as Cuba now holds.—Ex-Sec- 
retary Root. 

A good many of Mr. Roort’s country- 
men look for this time, too. A good 
many others look, and perhaps with 
greater confidence, for the time when 
Cuba shall assume a nearer relation to 
us than the Philippines now hold. Most 
property owners in Cuba look for the 
coming of that time, not with great 
confidence, it may be, but certainly with 
longing. 


Mr. THEOpoRE L. PEVERELLY, who 
died at his home in Brooklyn yesterday, 
had been for forty-three years contin- 
uously in the service of THe Times. He 
entered its employ Feb. 10, 1861, less 
than ten years after the founding of the 
paper, and in point of service was by 
several years its oldest employé, a link 
between THE Times of to-day and Tue 
Times of RaymMonp’s day.

arouses. The whole sentence reads; ** Those 
Principals and teachers who regard school 
libraries as a nuitance and a burden belong 
to one of two classes: The disguised igno- 
rant, or those who labor under the impres- 
sion that the schools exist for their benefit, 
and not for the benefit of the children.” 
It is the reference, as if to a well-estab- 
lished and‘ easily recognized class, to “‘ the 
disguised ignorant’’ that interests us. Is 
there such a class—is it possible to dress 
ignorance so as to make it appear, even for 
superficial observers, like real education? 
Of course, the question ig one of the kind 
called ‘ oratorical,” for most of us know 
of persons who, though pretending to a 
considerable amount of education and in- 
formation, yet possess almost nothing of 
either and only for the purposes of the 
census-taker can escape characterization 
as illiterate. Some of them pass muster in 
the ordinary relations of life, and to that 
extent may be said to disguise their abys- 
mal ignorance, but jt seems to us that their 
success, such as it is, in betraying them- 
selves, is more a matter of avoiding dan- 
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ferous topics, either by intention or good | once. Then I could afford

luck, than in any pretense of a know)- 
edge they lack. Surely the use of uncom- 
prehended words deceives too rarely and too 
briefly to count against the innumerable 
occasions when it brings the user into in- 
Stant ridicule by all who hear him, even 
though no better informed than himself, and 
the attitude of understanding others when 
they are not understood can never be long 
maintained without djsasi1uus consequences 
to self-esteem. The only effective disguise 
fcr ignorance of which we have any knowl- 
edge is some degree of education, obtained 
in school or out of it, and education de- 
stroys ignorance, not disguises it. Yet the 
Prineipal whom we have quoted doubtless 
meant something when he wrote his phrase, 
and we can all feel, even if we cannot very 
closely define, what he meant—or could, if 
he had not been writing about those whose 
especial profession it is to have education 
and to transfer it to others. Can it be that 
the disguise to which he referred was the 
possession of certain diplomas and certifi- 
eates secured in mysterious ways at in- 


stitutions that occasionally turn out very | 


queer products without taking the trouble 
to mark them as in any way different from 
Froducts not queer at all? He might at 
least tell us how largely represented his 
class of “ the disguised ignorant ” Is among 
the teachers in the piblic schoels. 


——Police Commissioner McADoo has been 
sufficiently moved by the general’ wonder 
excited by his assignment of policemen to 
act as,station attendants for the elevated 
railway company to announce that he did 
this strange thing.in order immediately to 
remedy a condition of grave danger, and 
that, anyhow, the assignments are only 
temporary. That is satisfactory, in that it 
reveals on. the Commissioner’s part an ap- 
preciation of the very peculiar and excep- 
tional quality of the use to which he has 
put the city’s paid servants, but the satis- 
faction does not go far. Of course, in case 
of an accident or a sudden emergency on 
an elevated platform or in an elevated 
train, it is right, and more than right, for 
the nearest policemen to do all they can to 
but the twice-a-day 
crowding of many platforms is not an ac- 
cident or a sudden emergency—it is a con- 
dition that has slowly developed, for rea- 
sons thoroughly understood by all, and by 
none better than by the management of 
the road, and we really cannot see why 
it should be remedied by the use of police- 
men, even for a single day. There would 
be just as much sense and propriety in 
caliing for policemen to take the place of 
motormen or guards if the company had 
long neglected to hire a sufficient number 
of those employés to do the daily business 
of the road. It can get all the station at- 
tendants it needs without the slightest 
trouble, though of course not without the 
slightest expense, and for its refusal or 
failure to get enough of them the proper 
cure most certainly is not the filling of 
the empty places,. for a month, a week, a 
day, or even a single hour, with men paid 
by the city. The only difference between 
the permanent and the temporary assign- 
ment of policemen to work for private indi- 
viduals or corporations is a difference of 
time alone. It does not at all affect the 
question of propriety. 


-——A bill just introduced by Assembly- 
man MATTHEWS makes him guilty of man- 
slaughter in the second degree who acci- 
dentally kills a human being while out in 
search of less valuable game, and, for the 
infliction of wounds not fatel prescribes a 
penalty of $500 fine or not more than five 
years in prison. There would be, we think, 
great difficulty in finding juries willing to 
impose punishments as heavy as those for 
offenses that involved no element of malice, 
and the chances are that a law so drastic 
would prove as hard to enforce as is the one 
against attempts at suicide, which is, as we 
all know, practically a dead letter, always 
avoided or evaded under one pretext or an- 
other. Moreover, now that we come to 
think of it, few reports of serious hunting 
accidents have been coming in for the last 
year or so. Just after the general adoption 
by hunters of the new ammunition that 
sends bullets with a force, and to a dis- 
tance, far in excess of anything before at- 
tempted with light arms, there was what 
it is little exaggeration to call wholesale 
slaughter in the woods, and of the hunters 
as well as of the hunted. But that has for 
the most part stopped, and now accidents 
seem to be no more numerous than they 
were in other days, if, indeed, they are as 
frequent. The usual readjustment to new 
conditions has taken place, and the need for 
a particularly savage law like that of Mr, 
MATTHEWS is not apparent. Some people 
will be careless with guns as long as there 
are guns and people, but misfortune is not 
crime, and there is no use and some harm 
in nominally treating it as such—in the 
statute book. The horror that follows an 
unintentional killing of a fellow-man is not 
appreciably increased by fine and imprison- 
ment, and it is doubtful if the threat of 
either or both would have any marked pre- 


ventive effect. 


—President SCHURMAN of Cornell raises 
the clear issue of veracity with Secretary 
Wiuson, and the latter is certainly under 
no slight obligation either to prove his 
charges that the university has misapplied 
and wasted public funds or to withdraw 
them. The questions involyed are not of 
opinion, but of fact, and as such they can 
be definitely settled with little trouble. 
Cornell officials have been accused before 
now of making mistakes, but not even those 
owners of Adirondack forest lands who ob- 
jected to the doings of the Cornell School 


of Forestry ever went so far as to bring 


against the university itself what amounts 
to little less than the charge of intentional 
dishonesty. Between Secretary WuILSON’s 
accusation and President SCHURMAN’s de- 
nial, all things considered, we think the 
denial much the stronger. Cornell's record 
is excellent, both in intention and in achieve- 
ment in many directions, and Secretary 
Witson will have to be very much more 
explicit than he is in his remarks about 
‘lashing’ before he makes even a small 
impression in this part of the country.

THE PARCELS POST. 


AN ENGLISH EXAMPLE. 

The following letter has been addressed to 
the Postmaster General by W. 8. Shallen- 
berger, the Second Assistant Postmaster 
General, on the subject of British parcels 
post arrangements in the United States: 


Post Office Department, Second Assistant 
Postmaster General, 
Washington, Jan, 6, 1904, 
Hon, H. C, Payne, Postmaster General. 
Dear Sir: I am in receipt, by your refer- 
ence, of a letter addressed to you by the 
Hon. V. H. Metcalf, under date of Dec, 22, 
inclosing a communication received by him 
from M, V. Hartranft, managing editor of 
The Fruit World Publishing Company, Los 
Angeles, Cal., who is also temporary Sec- 
retary of the California Postal Progress 
League, and have given it consideration in 
connection with various clippings on_ the 
same subject which The Fruit World Pub- 
lishing Company is calling upon the public 
to forward to the President and to the de- 
partment. Mr. Hartranft states that the 
producers of California demand a parcels 
post to facilitate intercourse between pro- 
ducers of fruit and consumers. He states 
that— 
“The British Post Office has made an ar- 
rangement with an American express com- 
pany to carry parcels of merchandise 
weighing eleven pounds from New York to 
any point in the United States for 25 cents,

Re lying to the inquiry for information 
on the subject, especially as to the contract 
claimed to have been made by the Bri 
Post Office with an American express com- 
pany, I will mr that it ig not possible for 
me to obtain the exact terms of the con- 
tract entered into between the British Post 
Office and the express company refe 
to, but after careful investigation through 
an official of this office, I am able to give 
some information which indicates that Mr, 
Hartranft is laboring under a misapprehen~ 
sion as to the facts. 

The British Post Office makes its rates 
of postage on merchandise parcels uniform 
to any point in the United States other than, 
Ley York eaty ane viggnity, but this dees 
not imply that it pays the express co nm 
a uniform rate of compensation. The United 
States makes a uniform rate of postage on 
letters and packages of merchandise, four 
pounds and under, but it pays as @ com- 
pensation for carrying these letters and 
parcels to all private carrying co nies a 
rate proportionate to distance carr The 
official ** Post Office Guide,” published in 
London, under date of July 1, 1903, Pages 
524 and 525, gives rates of postage on par- 
cels to New York City, Brooklyn, Jersey 
City, or Hoboken:

But opposite these rates the ‘‘ Post Office 
Guide ’’ further states: 

“The American express company has 
agreed to perform all customs formalities 
and to defray the United States Govern~- 
ment ‘‘ Sample Office” or ‘‘ Storage’ fee. 
for a fixed sum of 2s. per parcel. 
charge, which is additional to the ordinary 
customs tariff, should be either fully pr 
paid by the sender or'not prepaid at all.” 

It will thus be seen that the statement of 
Mr. Hartranft is misleading when he says 
that this rate, namely, 25 cents, applies on 
packages mailed through the British Post 
Office to New York and a rate of only 26 
cents is.added for continuing the package 
from New York to San Francisco, leaving 
the impression, as he clearly does, that a

it is at the rate of 72 cents, or 3s. n, 
the American express company, instead of 
receiving 25 cents for carrying a parcel of 
eleven pounds from New York to Califor- 
nia, receives a certain sum which is equiv- 
alent to a uniform charge of 72 cents for 
each and every parcel, regardless of its 
weight or distance carried, from New York 
to any point within the United States, the 
services putes by the express compan 
in handling these parcels, large or small, 
being to receive them from the British Post 


through the Custom House and forward to 
destination, It is quite likely that if any 
prominent’ merchant, manufacturer, or fruit 
grower in this country desired to make the 
samn arrangement with either one of the 
express companies, it could be done. A 
large proportion of the parcels would be 
small and would be carried short distances, 
so that a fixed rate of 72 cents for recely- 
ing and forwarding all parcels of eleven 
pounds and under, regardless of weight or 
distance, is no doubt fully remunerative to 
the express company. 

By the terms of the British parcels post, 
weighing eleven pounds is sub- 
ject, therefore, to a charge of 72.cents plus 
72 cents, or $1.44, when sent to any point 
in the United States other than New York 
or vicinity. Many of these parcels are car- 
ried very short distances beyond New York, 
while a very few of them are carried as far 
as the Pacific Coast. I venture to say that 
the express company, in estimating the pro- 
portion of nearby deliveries to its distant 
deliveries of parcels, has fully compensated 
itself for the service it renders Great Brit- 
ain at rates commensurate with thosa 
charged our own people. 

Mr. Hartranft, before stating that a rate 
of only 25 cents is added for continuing a 
package of eleven pounds from New York 
to San Francisco, should have ascertained ; 
that the additional 48 cents for every par- 
cel, large or small, regardless of where it 
was to be delivered, received by the ex~- 
press company did not, in fact, compensate 
the company at the rate of $2.50 for every 
parcel carried to San Francisco. The ar- 
rangement between the British Post Office 
and the American express company is 
somewhat analogous to that which exists 
between the United States Government and 
the railroads. The United States charges 
2 cents for sending a letter from New York 
to California, and the same amount_for - 
sending it from New York across the river 
to Jersey City. On the same principle, Mr. 
Hartranft might say that the United States 
has an arrangement with the railroads 
whereby there is no charge whatever for

is that the railroad companies recelve com- 
pensation for the carriage of letters from 
New York to San Francisco on the basis of 
mileage. The United States, on the con- 
trary, charges a uniform rate of letter post- 
age regardless of distance, which rate more 
than reimburses, So I apprehend the Brit- 
ish rate on parcels, being $1.44 for a el 
weighing eleven pounds, to all points the 
United States other than New York = 
and vicinity, a large proportion of suc 
parcels going to nearby places, fully Some 
pensates itself and at the same time fully 
reimburses the express company for the 
general business transacted. 

A eareful comparison of postal routes. 
fees, and charges in the ritish tal 
service with those of the United States, 
justifies the claim that, considering the 
wide extent of our territory, our people 
have the cheaper service, 

The question raised by Mr. Hartranft as 
to the duty of the General Government to 
market the produce of the farmer and fruit 
grower through the medium of the mail 
service transportation, or establish a do- 
mestic parcels post for the transmission of 
merchandise parcels generally, with the un- 
derstanding that a uniform rate, regardless 
of distance, will be charged, is one upon 
which our people widely differ, and which 
Congress alone can settle. Very re ect- 
fully.

Programme of To-day’s Services 
in Grace Church. 


Police Arrangements for the Procession 
from Sixty-eighth Street—Resolu- 
tions of Regret by Vari- 
ous Bodjes, 


At the funeral services to-day at Grace 
Church for William Collins Whitney the 
officiating clergymen will be the rector, the 
Rev. Dr, William R. Huntington, and, rep- 
resenting Bishop Potter, the Right Rev. 
W. C, Doane, Bishop of Albany. The ritual 
will be the simple Episcopal service, and 
no funeral address will be delivered, The 
committal will be proneunced at Wood- 
lawn Cemetery. A feature of the services 
will be a full choral programme, under the 
direction of Musica] Director James Morris 
Helfenstein, the vocal part being taken by 
the entire Grace Church choir of twenty- 
eight men and boys. The choral and musica! 
service will include:

The church will be decorated with palms, 
flowers, and ferns, and florists had almost 
completed the work last night. The hun- 
dreds of floral tributes sent to the Whit- 
ney mansion will be taken to the church 
early to-day and banked around the pulpit, 
before which the casket will be placed on 
pedestals. 

Police Commissioner McAdoo, an ex-As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, took a per- 
sonal interest in the police arrangements 
to secure order and the passing of the 
funeral cortége from Sixty-eighth Street to 
Grace Church without possibility of annoy- 
ance. Inspector W. W. McLaughlin will be 
on duty at the Whitney mansion, with 
Capt. W. G. Hogan of the Twenty-fifth 
Precinct, a Sergeant, and thirty patrolmen. 
The cortége will be escorted by six mount- 
ed policemen as couriers. The route of the 
funeral party will be down Fifth Avenue 
to Eleventh Street and Grace Church. The 
intersecting streets will be policed by de- 
tails from the various precincts on the line. 
At the church Senior Inspector Moses W, 
Cortright and Inspector Elbert O, Smith 
will have 200 policemen to preserve order. 

The general public will be admitted to 
all but the central aisle of the church, but 
scrutiny wil be exercised so that preference 
will be given to regular attendants at serv- 
ices. The central aisle will be reserved for. 
friends of the family, and those identified 
with the corporations of which at one time 
Mr. Whitney was an officer. The chief 
mourners will occupy pews north of the 
easket, and the pall bearers pews south of 
it. Carriages are to approach from the 
south and turn to Fourth Avenue by Thir- 
teenth Street, taking up again from the 
south, At the Grand Central Station In- 
spector McLaughlin will have charge of a 
squad of policemen in Vanderbilt Avenue, 
whence the special train for Woodlawn will 
be boarded. 

Details of the funeral arrangements and 
other matters of urgency were at the Whit- 
ney mansion decided on by H. H. Vreeland, 
Henry D. Macdona, and Thomas J. Regan. 
It was finally decided that none of the 
hundreds of messages of condolence and 
sympathy would be made public. It was 

so announced that Mr. Whitney's daugh- 
ter. Mrs. Almeric Hugh Paget, had not left 
Italy, because it was impossible to delay 
the funeral until her arriyal, 

The members of the family who will attend 
the funeral are Mr. and Mrs. H. P. Whit- 
ney, Payne “pitney, Miss Dorothy Whit- 
ney, Mr. and Mrs. H, M. Whitney, Mr. and 
Miss Randolph, Mr. and Mrs. Dimock, Miss 
Mary Whitney, Miss Ruth Whitney, Mr.

Whitney the calendar in Justice Barrett's 
court, Special Term, Part III., will not be 
called until noon to-day.

THEODORE L. PEVERELLY. 


Theodore Lawrence Peverelly, who was 
for forty-three years a member of the busi- 
ness staff of Tae New Yor« Times, died 
last evening at his home, 886 Madison 
Street, Brooklyn, after a brief iliness. His 
death was due to pneumonia and heart fail- 
ure. Mr. Peverelly was taken ill on Fri- 
day night of last week and sank steadily, 
despite the devoted care of his family and 
the close attention of his physician. When 
the end came last evening all the members 
of his immediate family were’ at his bed- 
side. The funeral arrangements have not 
yet been made. 

In newspaper business cireles in this city 
there was perhaps no man better liked nor 
more generally respected than Theodore L. 
Peverelly, and the news of his death proved 
a shock to the many who had come to 
know him as a friend and te admire him 
for the earnestness and truth in his char- 
acter as a man. 

By birth Mr. Peverelly was a New Eng- 
lander, his native place being Boston. He 
was a son of Augustus Peverelly of that 
city. When a young man he came to New 
York, and his first employment was with 
THE New YORK Times. It was forty-three 
years ago this month that he entered the 
service of the paper, in the publieation of- 
fice. He soon attracted particular atten- 
tion from his employers for the care and 
faithfulness with which he performed his 
duties, and became one of the most trusted 
and valued employes of the office, This 
reputation so early established continued 
with Mr. Peverelly through all the years 
of his service. 

One of his most treasured possessions was 
@ book in which he kept a large number of 
letters he had received from time to time 
from the owners and editors of the paper 
and from business people with whom he 
came regularly in contact, congratulating 
and complimenting him upon his long and 
faithful service with one institution. 

In a letter which Henry J. Raymond wrote 
to Mr. Peverelly in 1863, in behalf of the 
paper, the writer said: “We wish to ex- 
press our gratification at the faithful and 
painstaking manner in which all your du- 
ties have been performed.” 

George Jones wrote him in 1883 as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘ Yesterday you completed your 
twenty-two years of service with Tons New 
Yorke Timps, and I desire to say no man 
in its service has done more faithful work 
than you have done,” , 

Mr. Jones’s confidence and trust in Mr. 
Peverelly were shown otherwise than in 
mere words. During the former's many ab- 
sences from the city he left a power of at- 
torney with Mr. Peverelly to act for him in 


all business matters. 


At the time of his death Mr. Peverelly 
held the position of chief clerk in the adver- 
tising department, 

He married Miss Adeline Barton, daugh- 
ter of James Barton of Manhattan. She 
survives him, as do also four children— 
Mrs. H. A. Playle, Miss Josephine Pever- 
eliy, Theodore L, Peverelly, Jr., and Walter 
Peverelly.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Conditions hava 
changed but little east of the Mississippi River. 
High pressure continues, with temperatures from 
10 to 15 degrees below the seasonal average, ex- 
cept in the South, where they are somewhat 
higher, The weather has been fair except in the 
lower lake region, where snow has continued. 
West of the Mississippi the temperatures have 
risen decidedly, xccompanied by rapidly falling 
pressure with a marked disturbance over British 
Columbia. This disturbance has thus far caused 
rains from Central California northward, and 
snow and rain in Western Nevada and the North 
Slope,

The launch will be 
used by the owner at his Summer home on 
Shelter Island. The launch is 36 feet over 
all, 8 feet beam, 4% feet depth, and with a 
displacement of some 12,000 pounds on a 


draught of 2% feet, and is being built at 
City Island. 

The designers have worked out a pro- 
pellor design on which a speed of twelve 
miles is guaranteed in a continuous run. 
The huil is to be constructed of select oak, 
cedar, and pine. The elements of stability 
and strength were very carefully worked 
out, and the absolute safety of the launch 
is assured by watertight subdivision and 
supplementary air tanks which extend 
under the deck on the port and starboard 
sides throughout the length of the boat.

Conklin and Mial Win in National

Arthur Townsend, After Being Well in 
the Lead, Succumbs to the Local 
Competitor.

Long and hotly contested billiard matches 
were the order yesterday in both the games 
of the National amateur championship tour- 


nament at the Liederkranz Club, Fifty- - 


eighth Street and Park Avenue. In the 
afternoon the Chicagoan, Charles F. Conk- 
lin, defeated J. De Mun Smith of St. Louis 
by the score of 300 points to 246. Smith 
gave a nervy exhibition of uphill play 
toward the end of this match, and counted 
a run of 50, the best of the competition. 
It was the sécond defeat for Smith, and 
this, it is thought, puts him out of all 
chance of winning. 

Arthur Townsend of Brooklyn also met 
his second defeat in the evening game, 
when he was beaten by Dr. L. L. Mial of 
this city. The score was 300 points to 263. 
A superb bit cf balk-line billiards, which 
resulted in a run of 52, placed Dr. Mial 
in the lead after Townsend had lead 
through nearly all the match. 

Both contestants found it difficult to ne- 
gotiate the carroms at the beginning of the 
match. Dr. Mial was the first to count in 
double figures. This run began well and 
promised much, for Dr. Mial had the balls 
under control and was playing close balk 
line. On his thirteenth shot, however, he 
failed to drive both object balls beyond the 
chalk lines. 

Townsend began to show the excellence of 
his balk line and position play in the thir- 
teenth inning. This run had several hard 
cushion and massé shots, but the gem of 
the collection was a combination of a massé 
and kiss, with the balls lying close in one 
of the corners. Three innings later Towns- 
end backed his run by another of 20 and 
followed it with 6, 40, and 38. Both of the 
larger clusters of carroms were high-class 
exhibitions of position play and skillful 
holding of the ivory balls along the line 
and rail. 

As Townsend improved Dr. Mial fell off. 
His set-back was only temporary, how- 
ever, for he soon came up with runs of 
32 and 35. Dr. Mial began his thirty-third 
inning with a steadiness that developed as 
he went along. The carroms fairly rippled 
off his cue as he held the balls close and 
made a run of 52. This gave him a com- 
manding lead, and he backed it with a clus- 
ter of 30 and won the match. 

The afternoon contest proved to be la- 
mentably slow, and twas only enlivened by 
the spirited rally that De Mun Smith made 
toward the end with runs of 50 and 39. 

Conklin’s billiards were poor at the start. 
He failed to negotiate either his cushion 
or draw shots and to count in double fig- 
ures util his nineteenth ‘turn at the table. 
Then he put in a fine run of 41 by rather 
forceful ball to ball billiards. The run put 
him on even terms with Smith at 107 points. 
A pretty inning of open table play in which 
&mith counted several times on long drives 
and three cushion carroms followed and 
again Smith took the lead with a run of 20. 

Conklin abandoned his efforts to play fine 
in the next few innings, and in the twenty- 
fifth inning made a run of 36 followed by 
62 and 27 that put him well along in his 
lest hundred, mith had a hard time of 
it for a while and then he counted a run of 
50. He followed it up with 39, but Conklin

War has been writ 
dnd printed so large and for so long a 
time that it might be supposed to have 
lost its explosive qualities, but yesterday 
a comparatively harmless and inconclu- 
sive bit of alleged ‘‘news’”’ coming over 
the ticker set the pit aflame in an in- 
stant. The decline which followed has 
never been exceeded for suddenness, ani- 
mation, or disappearance of paper val- 
ues. At New Orleans the collapse was 
even worse. Yet these markets had no 
especial news. It is an easy choice be- 
tween the alternatives that the cotton 
market was overwrought, or that its fall 
indicated information or intelligent judg- 
ment regarding the chance of hostilities. 
The coffee market opened in semi-panic, 
and the Chicago produce markets were 
stronger than our own. 

Meanwhile the stock market was placid 
but weak. It neither negatived nor sup- 
ported inferences regarding the news 
which so disturbed the other exchanges. 
The general movement was small and 
confused, but the specific movements 
were somewhat numerous and wide. The 
Steels were thought to show support, 
and they certainly acted well under un- 
favorable market conditions, showing a 
readiness to respond to any really good 
news regarding the industry. United 
States Realty lost some of its recent im- 
provement with circulation of specifica- 
tions regarding the readjustment of its 
finances, although they were accompan- 
ied with suggestions that the new secufi- 
ties would have - values and perhaps 
prices satisfactory to the interests 
which have been associated with the un- 
dertaking from the beginning. Delaware 
and Hudson's price movement also gave 
a chilly response to the announcement 
of rights to stockholders to take the new 
issue pro rata.

WALL STREET TOPICS. 


Course of Prices.—In the list of changes 
resulting from yesterday’s transactions in 


the stock market the declines considerably~ 


outnumbered the advances, but the course 
of the day’s trading was only imperfectly 
shown by the final changes: There were 
several well-defined movements in prices 
resulting apparently from the changing 
tactics of the professional traders.

War Rumers.—The reaction during the 
last half hour followed the publication of 
foreign dispatches to the effect that Russia 
and Japan were on the point of actual con- 
flict, and that the long-expected Wer was 
as good as begun. In some quarters it was 
claimed that definite information that war 
had actually been declared had been re- 
ceived, though many remained skeptical of 
the reports on account of the numerous in- 
stances in the past when similar rumors 
proved unfounded. London's attitude did 
not suggest that war was looked upon as 
imminent, for, although its trading in this 
market was small, it was practically all on 
the buying side. One of the arbitrage 
houses said yesterday that they saw no 
indication of the buying orders whith come 


from London being — from this side, 
as in some quarters has been suggested. 
The theory with some has been that ap- 
parent purchases by London of American 
stocks have been directed from this side 
for the purpose of influencing prices at 
the opening of the market here.

Pennsylvania.—Emphatic denials were 
published during the day of the rumors to 
the effect that a further stock issue or 
additional bond sales were contemplated 
by the maragement ‘of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad.

JANUARY BANK CLEARINGS. 

Bank clearings at ninety three cities 
during the month of January, according to 
figures compiled by Bradstreet’s, amounted 
to $9,364,489,2232. Commenting on these fig- 
ures Bradstreet’s says: 

January bank clearings were larger than those 
of December, and, in fact, exceeded those of 
any preceding month since July, 1903, but show 
large decreases from the corresponding months 
one, two, and three years ago. The expansion 
over December is found to be entirely at New 
York, and, probably reflects increased specu- 
lation at that centre and a few outside cities. 
With Bew York excluded, clearings are found 
to be ‘smaller than those of December and of 
January a year ago. New England, the Middle 
States, and the West and Northwest show de- 
creases from a year ago, while the South, the 
Southwest, and the Far West show gains. Much 
of the gain at the South is found to be due to 
the expansion at New Orleans, which has held 
first place among Southern cities for some time 
past, probably because of cotton speculation. 
Other large cities showing pains in January over 
a year ago are St, Louis and Kansas City in the 
Southwest, Minneapolis in the Northwest, and 
Los Angeles in the Far West. The list of cities 
showing decreases is a long one, including Bos- 
ton, Providence. and Hartford in New England, 
New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and Buffalo 
in the Middl States, Cincinnati, Cleveland, De- 
troit, and Louisville in the Central West, Chi- 
cago, Omaha, St. Paul, and Milwaukee in the 
Northwest, Baltimore in the Southern gfoup, 
and San Francisco in the Far West. 


COMMODITY PRICES. 
Concerning the movement of commodity 
prices during the month of January Dun’s 


Review says: 

The Index Number of-commodity prices propor- 
tioned to consumption rose to $102.028 on Feb. 
1, against $100,142 a month earlier and $100.920 
a year ago. The advance of 2 per cent. during 
the first month of the current year was chiefly 
due to the speculation in grain and cotton. Other 
net changes were comparatively small, but the 
large rise in the leading farm staples of heavy 
per capita consumption produced the highest level 
of prices in over two decades, with the exception 
of May 1, 1902, when much higher quotations 
prevailed for grain and meats because of the 
short corn crop in the preceding year. It is a 
well-recognized fact that the present situation is 
far from normal, for there is not the vigorous 
demand for all products that is the wholesome 
concomitant of industrial activity with full em- 
ployment of labor at high wages, such as existed 
two years ago. On the contrary, there has oc- 
curred: a contraction of manufacturing, and a 
large number of even the most skilled workmen 
are unemployed, while wage scales have been 
reduced. These facts are emphasized by the de- 
cline in the metals class. But the boom in cotton 
has lifted the clothing class to the highest point 
in twenty years, and rumors of war in the Far 
East has accelerated the rise in breadstuffs. 
Hence, the January advance in prices may prop- 
erly be termed artificial.

Asylum of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church to be at Convent Avenue 
and 135th Street. 


The Orphans’ Home and Asylum of the

The seller of the property is John O. Ba- 
ker, who in real estate transactions. usually 
represents Charlies T. Barney and his asso- 
fiates. Douglas Robinson, Charles S. Brown 
& Co.. and Horace 8. Ely & Co. were the 
hrokers in the deal. 

“The asylum’s property at Lexington Ave- 
nue and Forty-ninth Street, 100 by 300 feet 
in size, was deeded by the institution to the 
Guaranty Trust Company, representing the 
New York Central Railroad, on Dec. 23, 
190%.

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WILD SCENE IN PIT 
WHEN COTTON SLUMPS 


Sully Apparently Uninterested by 
the 140-Point Decline. 


forms Scene of Comparative Quiet 
Into Wild Struggle to Sell. 


The bottom dropped out of the cotton 
market yesterday and the active options of 
the present crop season declined from 107 to 
140 points. The futures of the next crop 
season sold off from 25 to 35 points, and the 
entire market closed in a demoralized con- 
dition. Daniel J. Sully, the one-time bull 
leader, looked on while the market went to 
pieces, apparenily without any interest. He 
made no efforts to stem. the tide, and in 
fact did not trade at all to any extent, so 
far as could be learned. There was a re- 
port that he had gone short of. the market, 
and that the decline was rather encouraged 
by him and his backers. 
ever, found few believers. 

The greater part of the day, when he was 
present at all, he spent his time in the 
smoking room, and it was only toward .ae 
end of the session that he appeared in .he 
ring and bought a little. 

The opening of the market was decidedly 
weak, although not very exciting. Active 
options sold off from 42 to 58 points on the 
call. This was due. mainly to the cables 
from Liverpool, which showed that that 
market was almost in a panic, notwith- 
Standing the late strength displayed in New 
Orleans on Wednesday afternoon. Matched 
against that weakness were bullish dis- 
Patches from New Orleans, where the bull 
leaders were quoted as predicting much 
higher prices. They were going to demon- 
Strate that the New Orleans market was 
the primary market, entirely independent 
of the New York market, and that it made 
no difference what happened on the latter 
Exchange. But when thé New. Orleans 
market opened it showed sensational de- 
clines, and prices here thereupon declined 
further from the opening. 

The market began to rally slightly about 
11 o’clock, and in New Orleans there were 
recoveries of more than 50 points: In 
Liverpool, however, the market continued 
weak, with prices constantly declining, quo- 
tations often being 5 points apart between 
sales, The New Orleans market continued 
to recover with sharp advances between 
transactions, and at last the pit in this city 
changed its tone, and things began to look 
better for the bulls. By 1 o'clock the mar- 
ket had slowly crawled up to within a few 
points of the closing prices on Wednesday. 

Then there came a decided lull in the 
trading. There was little doing, and many 
of. the members retired from the ring to 
rest. In this way things continued until 
about 2:30 o'clock. At that hour there come 
out on the ticker a cable from London say- 
ing that a dispatch to. The Evening News 
said that Japan had refused to further ne- 
gotiate with Russia, and that this’ was con- 
strued to mean war. The report spread 
like wildfire, and although the afternoon 
papers announcing that war was certain 
had been around the Exchange for several 
hours, with nobody paying any attention to 
them, the announcement on the ticker was 
immediately followed by one of the most 
sensational declines yet seen. 

In a few minutes the pit was transformed 
into a seething mass of struggling men, all 
of them with selling orders, and all of them 
frantic to get out as near the top as pos- 
sible. Quotations melted away under thé 
avalanche of cotton, and with lightning 
rapidity the market went down the scale 
until the July: option had touched 15.23, 
which is about 2.50 cents below the high 
prices of Monday last. 

More sensational than the decline in this 
city was the market in New Orleans. There 


the maximum decline from the high point 
of the day, which in the July option was 
17.30, reached at about 1 o'clock, extended 
over 160 points, or $8 a bale. July in tnat 
city dropped from 16.35 to 15.70 in five min- 
utes. It immediately recovered to 16.30, 
and then declined again to 15.98. After the 
market here had closed the board showing 
the New Orleans prices became the centre 
of interest to the brokers, and from the ex- 
pressions of many of them it was not diffi- 
cult to see that they were rather pleased 
with the failure of the Southern bulis to 
keep up the price.

NEW ORLEANS PRICES BREAK. 


War Rumors Cause a Decline of 168 
Points and a Panic Ensues 
on ’Change. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 4.—About the 
worst break in the history of cotton future 
trading in New Orleans occurred to-day, 
when, on vague war rumors, prices were 
sent down until they were from 166 to 180 
points lower than the close of yesterday 
and May was $9 a bale cheaper. 

At the opening March went off 106 points 
from yesterday's close, to 15.50. Prominent 
bulls supported the market and prices re- 
covered, Soon after the noon hour a tele- 
gram was received from Chicago saying 
that cables had been received there telling 
of the declaration of war between Japan 
and Russia. 

Values commenced to slide swiftly down- 
ward, and in five minutes the ring was in 
a panic. The general desire was to sell, no 
matter what price the cotton offered for 
sale brought. Hundreds of the thousands 
of bales of cotton were thrown into the 
ring, and sellers exceeded buyers ten to 
one. This mad scene lasted until well on 
toward the close of the market. At this 
Stage the bull leaders again took a hand 


in the operations, and, by buying every- 
thing offered and by. strenuous bidding, 
quickly sent prices up 50 points. 

The market, however, had a weak under- 
tone, and prices again sagged toward the 
close. At the close prices were from 147 to 
168 points lower than the ¢lose of yester- 
day. On the curb the weakness continued, 
and at the close of the curb trading prices 
were again at about the lowest levels of the 
day. arch was 166 points lower than the 
close of yesterday at 14.90; May was 168 
points lower, at 15,45; and July was 180 
points lewer at 15.70. 


FURTHER SLUMP IN LIVERPOOL. 


Prices Close 15 to 20 Points Lower 
Than on Wednesday. 


LIVERPOOL, Feb. 4.—After opening 
quiet, the cotton market began to give way 
under pressure of sellers. Selling orders 
came in from practically every part of the 
world and a large and exciting business 
was done. The greatest ranges between 
the highest and lowest were February, 40 
points; March and: April, 48; April and 
May, 48; May and June, 50; June and July, 
46; July and August, 49, and August and 
September, 43 points. 

In the afternoon the market was at times 
lively and excited. Flugtuations were not 


so great as during the Sorty session, but 
there was more excitement: It wag report- 
ed that 10,000 bales of May and June 
changed hands in one transaction at 7.89.

HEAVY BREAK IN COFFEE. 


Excitement in the Exchange When Rec- 
ord Drop Is Recorded—Sales Total 
Nearly 1,000,000 Bags. 


There was great éxcitement in the coffee 
market yesterday. Prices dropped about 
one cent a pound, or $1 a bag. Never be- 
fore in the history of ‘the Exchange has 
there been known such activity as that of 
yesterday. The first call, which it general- 
ly takes about five minutes to complete, 
yesterday took three-quarters of an hour, 
and three men were employed. 
official was exhausted before July was 
reached. It is said that he actually fainted 
from the exhaustion due to the necessity 
under the rules of the Exchange of regis- 
tering every sale under the call. The sec- 
ond man was not accustomed to the work 
and he gave out soon afterward, and it was 
only with the greatest difficulty that the 
third man carried the call to the end. 

All records for business were broken on 
this call, nearly 150,000 bags being sold. 
The near months opened with declines of 
not more than 15 points, but when the May 
option was reached there were so many sell- 
ing orders that quotations fell off about 50 


points. The succeeding months showed 
similar losses, September, in which Daniel 
J. Sully, the cotton bull, had a large in- 
terest, showing a parnoulary heavy de- 
cline, which amounted to nearly 75 points. 

The break which convulsed the coffee pit 
yesterday morning was the greatest known 
in the history of the Exchange. After the 
call prices continued to crumble away until 
the afternoon, when a rally set in, under 
which prices recovered some 30.points. 

Fluctuations Hke those of yesterday have 
never before been known on the Coffee 
Exchange. They were accompanied by the 
heaviest transactions on record, the total 
sales during the day footing up nearly 
1,000,000 bags. 


PALLAS CUTS SALARIES. 


Park Commissioner Declares That Heads 
of Department Were Grossly In- 
efficient and Wasteful. 


Mr. Pallas, Park Commissioner for the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and Richmond, an- 
nounced yesterday that he had found it 
necessary to order a reduction in the sala- 
ries of the employes of the Park Debart- 
ment, which will affect 300 men. 

“In ordering this reduction I feel bound 
to explain that it was necessary on account 
of the deplorable condition of affairs which 
I found in the department when I assumed 
charge,” said Mr. Pallas. ‘‘ The annual ap- 
propriation for the department is $430,000. 

inst this there is a bi-weekly payroll, a 
monthly payroll, and a weekly payroll. The 
weekly payrolls from 1898 to 1903 were as 
follows: In 1898, $4,492.10; 1899, $4,780.05, 
1900, $4,780.05; 1901, $5,715.16; 1902, $5,524.74; 
1903, $11,104.13. There was also in addition 
to these payrolls $75,000 worth of supplies 
which had to be purchased out of the an- 
nual appropriation.

James Stillman, J. W. Gates, Henry 
Budge, and F. H. Ray Named as Re- 
organization Committee. 


James Stillman, John W. Gates, Henry 
Budge, and F. H. Ray have been named as 
the sub-committee of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the United States Realty and 
Construction Company to formulate the 
plan for the reorganization of the com- 
pany’s finances. 

Officers of the company were still em- 
phatic yesterday in their assertion that 
nothing of definite character as to the 
financial reorganization has yet been de- 
termined, but it was said‘in well-informed 
circles that the plan which has the sup- 
port of those now in control of the cor- 
pogation calls for an issue of 4% per cent. 
bonds to the amount of $18,000,000 and of 
new stock to the amount of $14,000,000. 

The $18,000,000 in bonds would permit the 
present preferred stock of $30,000,000 to be 
exchanged for them at a valuation of 60. 
If the remaining 40 per cent. of the par 
value of the preferred is exchanged for the 
new stock, there will remain out of the 
$14,000,000 of the latter which it is pro- 
posed to issue $8,400,000 to go to the present 
common stock holders. This would permit 
the exchange of the present common stock,

30.. Of the authorizéd preferred stock of 
$30,000,000, however, only $27,011,000 has 
been issued, and of the $36,000,000 of com- 
mon only $33,198,000, so that if the con- 
version plan i@ applied only to the stock 
actually, outstanding the foregoing figures, 
at which the securities would be exchanged, 
would be slightly changed.

RICHMOND WATER SUPPLY. 


Commissioner Oakley Says Company’s 
Proposed Rates Are Worse Than 
the Ramapo Project. 


Commissioner Oakley of the Departmént 
of Water Supply, Gas, and Electricity held 
a long conference yesterday with his chief 
engineer, Mr. Hill, and -with Turner A. 
Beall, representing the New York and New 
Jersey Water Company, which wants to 
n.ake a contract with the city to supply the 
Borough of Richmond with water. 

The proposition of this company is to pipe 
the Kill von Kull so that it will be able to 
supply up to 15,000,000 gallons of water a 
day at a price to the city of $80 a million 
gallons for whatever is used. Commissioner 
Oakley regards this price as too high, and 
says that even $65 or $70 a million gallons 
would be excessive, running higher than 
the proposed prices of the old Ramapo 
Company. 

At the present time three companies fur- 
nish water to Staten Island, the supply ag-

{STOCK CERTIFICATE RAISE 


Campbell, It Is Said, Sought Loan 
on Forged Instrument. 


Instead of One, It Called for Ninety-one 
Shares—Broker Is Arrested and 
Held in Bail. 


Robert S. Campbell, who said he was 
President of a corporation and that he was 
a grain broker and member of the Produce 
Exchange, was arraigned before Justice 
Wyeth in the Criminal Court Building yes- 
terday. It was alleged that he had tried 
to. obtain a loan of $5,000 on a one-share 
certificate of stock of the American Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company, which certifi- 
cate had been raised so that it read “ nine- 
ty-one shares.”’ 

According to the story told yesterday by 
Assistant District Attorney Kresel, Camp- 
bell purchased, through his brokers, one 
shere of stock in the smelting company. 
This certificate bore a particular number 
and also Campbell’s name. ‘It was deliv- 
ered to him personally. At the time of its 
delivery it read “one share,” and the fig- 
ure “1” was canceled on the margin. 

George W. Dresser, a note broker of 41 
Wall Street, says that Campbell presented 
the certificate to him, saying it was for 
ninety-one shares of stock, and he was 
anxious to leave it as security for a loan 
of $5,000. Mr. Dresser examined it and saw 
that it read ninety-one shares. The mer- 
ginal numbers 9 and 1 were canceled, mak- 
ing the certificate represent 91, as stated 
on the face of it. Noticing nothing unusual 
about it, Dresser sent it to Tracy & Co., at 
40 Wall Street, to negotiate the loan’ of 
$5,000 for,Campbell. Tracy & Co. believed 
the certificate to be all right, but, not 
knowing Campbell and to make sure that 
Campbell really owned it, sent it to the 
home office of the American Smelting and 
Refining Company. There the transfer 
books were examined, and it was then 
learned that the certificate had been issued 
for one share. The smelting company then 
caused Campbell’s arrest. Justice’ Wyeth 
committed him to jail in default of $5,000 
bail. 

After having been locked in the Tombs 


Campbell secured a bondsman in the person * 


of H. A. Jackson of the Belleclaire Hotel. 
Then as soon as he was released an officer 
with a warrant from the Jefferson Market 
Court appeared on the scene, and, accord- 
ing to Mr..Kresel, Campbell was charged 
with figuring in a fraudulent bond case in 
which a woman was the complainant. By 
making a money settlement in that case, 
Mr. Kresel said, Campbell was permitted 
to go free. 

‘He next called upon me,” said the As- 
sistant District Attorney, ‘‘ and said he had 
been sent by His counsel, James W. Os- 
borne, to tell all that he knew about the 
forged stock certificate. He asserted that 
after he received the certificate of one 
share he sold it to a friend. Some time 
later, he said, this friend came back, bring- 
ing ea certificate reading ‘‘ ninety-one 
shares,” for which he wanted $1,500. Camp- 
bell declared that he had paid this amount 
to his friend, who then sailed for Europe. 
Then he took the certificate to Dresser to 
obtain a $5,000 loan on it, he said, believ- 
ing it to be a genuine certificate for ninety- 
one shares of stock in the smelting com- 
pany. 

“I asked him to give the address of his 
friend who had figured in such a remark- 
able transaction. He said he did not know 


whether the friend had gone to Liverpool: 


or to London. ‘ Don’t you know where your 
friend lived here?’ I asked, and he said he 
did not know. He could not explain how 


his name on the certificate had not re- 
minded him of the one share of stock which 
he had purchased originally. 

**T learned that at the time he purchased 
this one share he also received from his 
brokers one share of Western Union stock 
and one share of Pennsylvania Railroad 
stock. When I asked him what his object 
was in buying just one share of stock in 
each of thege big corporations, he said his 
wife had advised him that it was a good 


investment.” 
Counsel for Campbell told Magistrate 


Wyeth that he would waive examination 
and let the case go to the Grand Jury. 

ii en you will have to get a new bonds- 
man,” said Justice Wyeth. “I will re- 
lease this man now under the old bond with 
the understanding that he will produce a 
new bondsman here on Monday next.

LEGAL NOTES. 


MARRIAGE AGREEMENT.—For quite a num- 
ber of years Thomas McArthur and Laura 
Shave were engaged to be married. Miss 
Shave made it a condition precedent to be- 
coming McArthur’s wife that he must be 
successful in business, or be amply able to 
provide for her. Because of this determina- 
tion on her part, they were not married 
until “January, 1898, when McArthur fell 
heir to a legacy of $16,000, left him by a 
brother. - During the years of the engage- 
ment, McArthur had boarded at Miss 
Shave’s home, and had become indebted to 
her in the sum of $4,000. He was of an_in- 
ventive turn of mind, and, as evidence of 
his desire to meet his obligations, he took 
out, in Miss Shave’s name, certain patent 
rights, Immediately after being told of the 
legacy, McArthur paid his debt to Miss 
Shave, and, on their marriage, assigned to 
her the balance of his windfall. A formal 
assignment was entered into, which was 
witnessed by McArthur’s brother Charles. 
This brother, it appears from an opinion 
rendered by Justice McCall, in an action 
brought by certain creditors of McArthur, 
was led, through vindictiveness and hatred, 
to testify that the assignment agreement 
was conceived and executed in fraud of these 
creditors. Charles McArthur, said Justice 
McCall, sought while on the stand to im- 
press the court that in testifying he was 
performing very reluctantly a duty that 
was unpleasant to him. He kept reiterat- 
ing his gr@at affection for his brother} yet 
was forced to admit that he was bearing a 
portion of the expense of the trial. “‘ With- 
out the witness's testimony,” continued the 
Justice, ‘‘ there was not a scintilla of proof 
that Mrs. McArthur, at the time of the 
assignment, knew that there were other 
ereditors of her husband besides herself. 
Miss Shave swears positively she never 

| neara of any creditors, and even Charles 
McArthur himself, who witnessed the exe- 
cution of the instrument, by which he knew 
his brother, an alleged debtor, was trans- 
ferring nearly all he had in the world, 
never told her a word about his being a 
creditor. Can any one assail the contention 


of these defendants that the assignment, in 
part, was a consideration to Miss Shave to 
marry, and can any tenable argument be 
advanced against the validity and legality 
! of such consideration? It is true these de- 
fendants, many years previously, entered 
into a contract to marry, but upon tHe ex- 
press condition exacted by Miss Shave that 
she would not marry him until he was able 
to provide for her.

FIRE’S HAVOC IN MANSION 


Art Works Destroyed in House 
Once Owned by L. G. Tewksbury. 


Hyman Sonn and Family Have Narrow 
Escape—$30,000 Worth of Jewels 
Saved from the Flames. 


Sumptuous decorations and many valua- 
ble works of art were destroyed by a fire 
which raged through the four-story rési- 
dence of Hyman Sonn, 29 West Seventy- 
second Street, between Central Park West 
and Columbus Avenue, at 3 o'clock yester- 
day,morning, causing the owner and entire 
household to flee to the streets in their 
night clothing. 

Louis G. Tewksbury built the house a 
few years ago when he vainly aspired to 
be a great leader of finance. It is one of 
the most lavishly ornate private houses in 
the city, and many elaborate entertain- 
ments were given there before Mr. Tewks- 
bury failed and disappeared from the city, 
going, it was said, to Mexico. It was esti- 
mated to have cost $500,000, but Mr. Sonn 
bought it quite recently for $135,000. He 
spent $50,000 on repairs and alterations, 
and only moved in last week, having lived 
at the Ansonia with his family while he 
supervised the reconstruction. Among the 
pictures destroyed was ‘‘The Husking 
Bee,’’ by Mosler. 

Electricians had not yet finished their 
work in the basement, and the theory is 
that a break in the insulation started the 
fire. Hila Salay, a servant, awoke in her 
rogm on the third floor to find it filling 
with smoke, and roused the household. Mr. 
and Mrs. Sonn were sleeping on the second 
floor. Mrs. Sonn’s first thought was of 
their children, Edna and Sidney, who were 


sleeping on the floor above. She ran to 
them and brought them down the staircase. 
Before starting down the last flight Mrs. 
Sonn saw that all the others in the house, 
including the four women servants and two 
Japanese men servants, were close behind 
her. With great présence of mind she 
called to them to hold their night clothing 
over their mouths and noses, and then she 
led ‘the way to the street. J. Van Vechten 
Olcott, who lives two doors east, opened 
his house to the. family, and their exposure 
was brief. He also directed his servants 
to supply hot coffee to the firemen. 
Some passer-by turned in the alarm. As 
the firemen entered there was a heavy ex- 
plosion of gas in the basement. It dislodged 
a piece of marble wainscoting in the en- 
trance which cut a bad gash in the right 
knee of Lieut. Hennessey df Engine 74. 
The flames Were at their height when 
Mr. Sonn remembered that Mrs. Sonn’s 
jewelry and diamonds,- worth $30,000, had 
been left in their bedroom. The fire was 
attacked in that part of the building, and 
resently Mr. Sonn, with Acting Chief 
ruger and a fireman, reached the spot, 
and found all but a few of the precious 
stones unharmed. Chief Kruger estimated 
the damage’to the building at $15,000, tak- 
ing no account of the embellishments which 
were entirely destroyed.

Dr. Joseph G. Rooney of West Hoboken 
died yesterday afternoon in St. Mary's 
Hospital, Hoboken. His death was the 
result of exposure on the night of Jan. 18, 
when he attended a number of firemen who 
had been injured at a fire on Jersey City 
Heights. 

It was one of the coldest nights of the 
Winter, and the doctor worked over’ the 
injured men with his sleeves rolled up, The 
next day he had to go to the hospital. His 
hands were badly frostbitten, and subse- 


quently gangrene set in, the progress of 
which it was found impossible to stop. 

Dr. Rooney formerly resided on Jersey 
City Heights. He was a member of an old 
West New York family and was formerly 
Town Physician of that place.
